East Coast last summer, and 
fearing an environmental night- 
mare when a short-lived opera- 
tion pulls out, most Magic 'Valley 
legislators bri.<:tle at the idea of 
huge industrial pig plants mov- 
ing into their respective districts. 

Lawmakers arc concerned, 
even though many come to the 
issue from an agricultural back- 
ground. 

“There arc some who say large 
pig farms should not be allowed 
in this state," said House 
Minority Leader Wendy jaquet, 
D-Kctchum. “But if they are 
going to be here, they say they 
must be heavily regulated.” 

To that end, many legislators 
believe the Division of 
Environmental Quality’s tempo- 
rary rules for pig and poultry 
superfarms will zip through both 
houses, and become law. But 
more measures are needed to 
guard the Idaho environment 
and lifestyle, some lawmakers 
say. 

“In my opinion, they’re not 
strong enough,” House Speaker 
Bruce Newcomb said of the DEQ 
rules. *• 

But Newcomb, R-Burley, 
admitted that he had not serious- 
ly talked to his constituents 
about the matter yet. He said 
many are likely to favor less 
. strict regulations, because large 
livestock operations would pay 
heavy property taxes, easing the 
tax burden for everyone else.

Thousands hail arrival of ‘Shovels of Solidarity’ in Elko

ELKp, Nev. - Several thou- 
sand people lined the streets of 
Elko Sanurday afternoon to cheer 
the arrival of the Shovels of 
Solidarity (SOS) caravan .from 
Montana.

Report might pave way to Gompensation 
to workers who assembled nuke weapons

WASHINGTON - A White 
House draft report linking 
nuclear weapons production to 
' occupational illnesses is increas- 
ing the likelihood of the first 
national program to compensate 
workers who were put at risk 
while building America’s Cold 
War arsenal, administration offi- 
cials said Saturday. 

The study by a panel of the 
White House National Economic 
Council concludes that bomb- 
factory workers “may be at 
increased risk of illness” from 
radiation and toxic chemicals. It 
is the most significant acknowl- 
edgement by the federal govern- 
ment to date of widespread 
workplace hazards inside the 


Energy Department’s nuclear 
weapons complex. 

The report’s findings included 
workers at plutonium produc- 
tion facilities at Savannah River 
in South Carolina and Hanford 
in Washington .state; the Rocky 
Flats plant near Denver, where 
plutonium was molded into 
weapons components; uranium 
enrichment and processing 
plants at the Oak Ridge, Tenn., 
complex; the Fernald uranium 
processing pTdnt near 
Cincinnati; and the Lawrence 
Livermore and Los Alamos 
national laboratories in 
California and New Mexico, 
respectively. 

None of the plants still pro- 
duce nuclear weapons.

“'tte moved to the United States 
in 1989, eamed master’s degrees in 
Chinese literature and library sci- 
ence and has worked at Dickinson 
CoUege since 1997. He has written 
articles and a book in Ctiincse on 
the Cultural Revolution. 

Song received the unexpected 
news that he was being released 
on:Priday. He praised his wife, 
Helen Yao, for helping organize a 
campaign among academics for 
lii.s release. Thougli Song said the

Judge refuses to stop new 
dietary guidelines’ release 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Nutrition experts vfho are revis- ' 
ing the government’s dietary 
guidelines should release their 
recommendations in the next few 
weeks despite a lawsuit that con- 
tends they are biased because of 
ties to the meat and dairy indus- 
tries. ' 

Groups representing vegetari- 
ans and radal minorities say that 
the 11-member advisory commit- 
tee working on the revision 
should have included at least one 
representative of people who use 
federal nutrition programs. 


But U.S. District Judge James 
Robertson on Friday declined 
their request to block the recom- 
mendations from .being released. 
He noted during a hearing that 
the committee’s proposed revision 
was unlikdy to include any major 
changes from the current version. 

The committee’s work must be 
approved by the departments of 
Agriculture and Health and 
Human Services. The depart- 
ments are expected to take pub- 
lic comment on the proposed 
revision for 60 days before decid- 
ing whetlier to approve it. •

■; ' TRENTON, NJ. (AP) - A fed- 
eral judge has ordered New 
Jersey to rework its landmark 
sexual offender notification 
statute, warning that Megan's 
Law could be shut down for the 
prst dme. 

‘ U.S. District Judge Jos^r 
Irenas said New Jerseynas 
foiled to implement consistent 
{standards of how notifications 
aie conducted. He wants titter 
controls on who gets the infor- 
tnadon. 

‘ 'He ordered state Attorney 
.General John Farmer to rewrite 
the law and issued an order to 
halt all sex offender notifica- 
tions, but he agreed to delay its 
implementation to give Fanner 
a chance to appeal. 

The ruling - in response to a 
class action lawsuit filed by the 
State Public Defender’s Office - 
was handed down late Monday, 
^d disclosed Wednesday. 

!' The law, named for a girl 
taped and killed'by a released 
convict who lived in her neigh- 
borhood, instructs prosecutors 
to notify people when sex 
oHenders classified as a moder- 
ate or high risk move into their 
communities. The law demands 
carefully written notification 
plans for each case that map out 
which people on which blocks 
i^uld be informed. The plans 
fijusc be approved by a judge.

pftst. In one case, the notificavr*.

*Tt’s easy to make a decision in 
the abstract,” Newcomb said.

Some legislators say the DEQ's 
regulations wouldn’t go far 
enough, but the pork industry 
says the plan is excessive. 

According to the language in 
■ the rules, only two Idaho hog 
farms are large enough to 
require state inspections,, the 
Idaho ' Pork Producers 
Association says. In a news 
release last week, the associa- 
tion questioned what It the 
“significant cost” of hiring 
inspectors for DEQ. 

The association also says the 
state's current mix of regulating, 
different sectors of the industry, 
a job shared by the DEQ and the 
Department of Agriculture, is 
costly and confusing. Its pro- 
posed solution: the state should 
adopt federal standards 
enforced by one agency. 

“Unless the. state has a unified 
approach to regulation and 
inspection within one depart- 
ment on all species, the potential 
for mass confusion exists even 
within state and federal depart- 
ments,” the association’s state- 
ment said. 

Typically, state legislators are 
reluctant to defer to federal stan- 
dards, preferring local solutions.

(AP) - He 
appeared out of the blue back in 
October, dad only in a dirty white 
robe as he' walked barefoot along

; Folks pointed at first as the man 
with the shoulder.Iength hair and 
Scruffy beard preached to whoever 
Would listen. Before long, though, 
many in this largely Roman 
Catholic community were embrac* 
lag him as a holy man. 

U “He was in the car with me and 
^man came up and started bang* 

S g on the window,” said the Rev. 

erard Angelo, pastor of the 
Shrine of the Sacred Heart of 
^sus. “He said, ‘Thank you so 
much for what you’re doing.. I 
Haven’t been to church in 25 years 
jnd how I’m going again.’ His 
dffcct on people is amazing” 

" With hundreds of people gather- 
mg in fire h:^ gymnasiums and 
open fields to listen to the 
Strahger, his presence has some 
Worried that the community has 
ijpcned its hearts and homes too 
readily to someone they know lit- 
tle about. 

But his supporters, fen'em in 
their devotion, say they know all 
they need to know: The soft-spo- 
ken nomad is a messenger of God. 

“I would walk through fire for 
him,” said Connie Muir, a Roman 
Catholic who took him in to live 
with her family when it became 
too cold to sleep outside. “He’s 
blessed by the Holy Spirit. 
People’s hearts are really changed 
after they’ve heard him.” 

Tliougli he has preached for up 


to six hours at a stretch, he is a 
man of few words when it comes to 
liimself. 

In interviews, he would not 
divulge his birthplace or back- 
ground, saying it would detract 
from his message. The robe and 
messianic appearance, he say.s, 
bring attention to his ministry and 
moke'him moi]e approachable. 

When anyone asks iu's name, he 


replies “Wliat’s Your Name?” He 
says it is part of a Hebrew tradi- 
tion to not reveal one’s name to a 
person until you become their 
friend, and it is what the locals 
now coll liim. 

Police checked his background 
and found nocliing of concern. He 
was arrested in Greenfield, Ohio, 
in August after he refused to stop 
preaching to a crowd that became 


unruly when police tried to break 
up the gathering 
He was identified in a police 
affidavit as Carl J. Joseph, 39. 

The disorderly conduct charge 
was dismissed, and Hazleton 
police said they have yet to receive 
any complaints about Joseph. 

He says his nine-year trek has 
brought him to 47 states and 13 
countries. But never has he 


remained in one place for so long 
before. 

“People here have been wonder- 
ful. There’s such a great need for 
spirituality today,” he said. 
"People feel desolate because they 
have gotten away from God and 
his church.”

Joseph has spoken to as many ^ 
2,000 people at one gathering in 
Hazleton, and it is not uncommon

MIAMI (AP) - About 200 
chanting, flag-waving protesters 
marched In front of INS head- 
quarters Saturday, demanding 
that 6-year-old Elian Gonzalez be 
sent home to his father in Cuba. 

But Rep. Dan Bunon, whose con- 
gressional maneuvering to keep 
Elian in tlie United States has infu-.. . 
riated the boy’s father, said 
Saturday that the 6-year-old told 
him he doesn’t want to go back. 

“He's a- very intelligent young 
man and I was able to ask him 
without any coaching a couple of 
questions," the Indiana 
Republican siiid after meeting 
for 30 minutes with Elian at the 
home where the boy is staying 
with relatives. 

“The first question I asked him 
is how did he like living here and 
he said he liked it very much as 
he was. blowing bubbles. And 
then I said 'Would you like to go 
back to Cuba?’ And he was very 
firm in .saying ’No’ and this with- 
out any coaching." 

Elian has been the subject of 
debate siticc lie was found dinging 
to an inner tube Nov. 25 off the 
Florida coast. His mother and 10 
others traveling will] liim drowned 
in an effort to leave Cuba. 

Elian’s grandmothers were 
expected to continue a tour of the 
United States, where they have 
been campaigning for Elian’s 
return, Cuba’s Prensa. Latina 
ncw.s agency said. 

In Miami, the protesters at the 
Immigration and Naturalization 


- Sehdce office yelled “Send Elion 
Home" as a small plane towing a 
banner with the same slogan

Cuban-Americans among the 
group said they wanted to show 
that not all Cuban-Americans want 
Elian to remain here. They said 
.Uie.G-ycar-old had been kidnapped 
and should be 
returned to his 
father. 

“Every child 
needs a father, 
and a mother,"' 
said Juan 
Morales, a Cuban 
who has lived in 
die United States 
for eight years. ’ 

“If the mother dies, the person 
directly responsible is the father 
and not the uncle and not the 
United States." 

Andres Gomez, national coordi- 
nator of the Antonio Macco 
Brigade, a group that organized 
the protest and advocates nor- 
malizing relations with Cuba, 
said the demonstrators have a 
noble purpose. 

“We are coming together in 
this case in defense of the most 
fundamental rights of a human 
being, which are the rights of a 
child,” he said. 

Later Saturday, the and-Castro 
Democracy Movement, a group 
which wants Elian to stay put, 
launched a flotilla of about 20 
boats to pay tribute to Elian’s 
mother and the 10 others who 


drowned. About 300 people, 
including about 200 aboard 
boats, took port. 

Demonstrators released bal- 
loons into the air and threw fldw- 
ers into the water as the 
American and Cuban national 
anthems played.

Shuttle’s mission will 
help rediscover Earth 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(AP) - To produce the consum- 
mate..map of Earth, NASA will 
attempt a new feat; extending a 
bpom from the space shuttle 
that’s longer than the shuttle 
itself. 

If the ,197'foot radar antenna ' 
boom makes it out all the way 
following Monday’s scheduled 
liftoff of Endeavour, it will be 
the longest rigid structure ever 
deployed in space. And it will 
allow scientists to measure the 
highs and lows of most of the 
Earth’s terrain with stunning 
accuracy. for environmental and 


military purposes. 

"It be like rediscovering 
our own planet,” said Diane 
Eyans, a scientist at the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory in 
Pasadena, CoUf. 

Because of last-minute jitters 
over the safety of tho most, how- 
ever, NASA has cut a day of 
mapping from the mission - to 
sdendsts’ dismay. 

:“Thcrc ore a lot of upset pco- 
p|je out there right now,” pay- 
load manager Scott Higgin- 
Ix^^am said Satiu-day. “They’re 
egtremcly frustrated because 
they feel like they've kind of 
b^n dealt a dirty deal.” 

Even with one less day, scien- 
tists still will be able to map 
more than 70 percent of the 
Earth’s terrain. They expect to 
collect enough data to fill 13,500 
compact discs and take one to 
two years to analyze. 

•A smaller, simpler version of 
the radar system flew twice on 
Epdeavour in 1994. 

^To get a fuller global snapshot, 
NASA teamed up with the 
National Imagery and Mapping 
Agency and added a fold-up 
boom with an antenna on the 
end. The larger, billboardlike 
antenna that flew before was 
anchored once again in 
Endeavour’s cargo bay. 

iThe 13 tons of radar will scan 
the Earth swath by swath; each-' 

£ ch will be 140 miles wide, 
signals that bounce off the 
ct’s surface will be received 
not only by the antenna in 
Ebdeavour’s cargo bay but by 
the one on the end of the mast. 

By combining images acquired 
^qoultoneously 197 feet apart in 


measurement will be made 
every 98 feet, with an elevation 
reading accurate to about 52 
feet. 

With that kind of detail, the 
Defense Department will have a 
better idea where to deploy 
troops, launch fighter jets and 
fire missiles. 

On the civilian side, airline 
pilots, will have a ben'er grasp of 
landing sites. Communication 
companies will know where best 
to install towers for cell phones 
and satellites, and'disaste^relief 
teams will be able to better cope 
with floods and earthquakes. 

And that’s not all. 

“Almost as a byproduct of this 
mission will be a snapshot of the 
planet at the beginning of the 
21st Century,” said Michael 
Kobxick, a scientist at the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory; “Nobo^ ‘ 
in the future is going to be able 
to.reproducc it unless they have 
a time machine."

Researchers 
had been counting on 10 full 
days to cover all the land surface 
beneath Endeavour’s flight path: 
as far north as Hudson Bay and 
as far south as Cape Horn. 

The reduced radar imaging 
will leave scientists with about 
10 percent less coverage and 
data. 

NASA officials said they want 
to leave enough time at the end 
of the 11-day flight in case the 
astronauts have problems bring- 
ing in the mast. If the 'mast 
becomes stuck, two astronauts 
will have to go out on a space- 
walk to crank it in. If it cannot 
be cranked in, it will have to be 
cut loose and the shuttle will 
return without it. 

The steel, titanium and plastic 
mast has never flown in space. 
In fact, NASA has never flown 
such a long, rigid structure in 
space. The shuttle, by compari- 
son, is 122 feet long in orbit and 
184 feet long at launch with its 
rank and booster rockets.

“There is a limit to what 
wealthy nadons can do for people 
who will not take the necessary 
steps,” he said. 

The Davos meeting is the first ' 
convening of world economic 
leaders since the near collapse of 
the, World Trade Organization 
meeting in Seattle two months 
ago. 

In addition to showcasing 
Seattle as a premier port, Clinton 
had hoped to use that meeting to 
foster a new round of trade talks, ' 

— InsTeadrthe'meering'foundered — 

amid chaotic street violence and.., 
demonstrations against the very 
themes of globalization chat 
Clinton went to Seattle to push. 

Protests were also a presence 
in Davos. Outside the town’s 
Congress Center, where Clinton 
spoke, police fired warning shots 
and tear gas in an attempt to con- 
■ rrol 500 anti-frcc'tradc protesters 
who defied a ban on demonstra- 
tions. 

The demonstrators - many clad

Pakistan rejects warning on terrorism from U.S. 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) - 
Pakistan rejected as unwarranted 
Saturday an apparent warning 
from the United States that it 
could be branded a sponsor of 
tertrorism. 

The foreign ministry said 
although the Pakistani govern- 
ment may be sympaiheiic to a 
seccs.sionist uprising in Indian- . 
ruled Kashmir, it is firmly 
oppo.sed to terrorism and docs 
not aid religious organizations 
involved in the insurgency. 

, “There is no warrant for any 
warning,” the ministry said in a 
.staiemcnt. 

On Thursday, the United States 
warned Pakistan that it could lx: 
listed as a sponsor of terrorism - 
making it ineligible for'virtually 
all U.S. aid - if it gave direct sup- 
port to Harkat-uI-Mujahcdeen, a 
militant group that operates in 
Kashmir and is headquartered in 
Pakistan. 

•The warning followed com- 
ments by U.S, State Department 
spokesman James P. Rubin earli- 
er in the week that there has long 
been concern dial agencies of the 
Pakistani government provided ’ 
“general support” to a number of 
groups operating in the territory 
disputed by India and Pakistan. 

. Washington says there are 
links between last month’s 
hijacking of an Indian Airlines 
plane and Harkat-ul- 
Mujahedeen, which was placed 
on the State Department’s list of 


terrorist organizations in 1997 
when it was called Harkat-ul- 
Ansar. 

Meanwhile Saturday, rockets 
fired. from across the border in 
India slammed into the Pakistani 
village of D.aholo Wall, killing two 
people and wounding three oth- 
ers, said Shahid Mahmood, 
deputy commissioner of the 
Sialkot region. “People were very 
friglitcncd.whcn.th& rockets hit. 
People didn’t know what had 
happened.” 

Indian troops in the area have 
fired heavy mortars and waged 
regular gun battles across the 
border, he said. Several other 
rockets have landed without 
exploding. 

The attack came just one day' 
after two bombs shook Karachi, 
killing four people and wounding 
32 others. Most of (he dead and 
wounded in Karachi were wor- 
, shippers at a mosque, which was 
heavily damaged by one of the 
bombs. 

Azim Daoudpota,'tlie governor 
of southern Sindh province, of 
which Karachi is the capital, 
blamed India for tliut explosion. 

Pakistan and India, rival 
nations that have fought three 
wars since gaining independence 
from Britain in 1947, routinely 
accuse each other of planting 
bombs and sponsoring terrorism. 
Their mwps are battling over the 
mountainous territory of 
Kashmir, which both countries 


claim as their own. 

Daholo Wall is slightly south of 
the Kashmir border. 

Pakistan’s Foreign Minister 
Abdul Sattar sent a letter 
Saturday to U.N. Secretary 
General Kofi Annan complaining 
about relentless Indian attacks 
across the cease-fire line - Imown 
as the line of control - in 
Kashmir.

It requires exporters to label - 
shipments that contain geneti- 
cally altered commodities such 
as com or cotton. It also tries to 
dictate how those safety rules 
will coexist with free trade.rules 
governed by the World trade 
Organization. 

The United States, a major 
producer of genetically engi- 
neered products, hod opposed 
labeling and had fought import 
bans except in cases where the 
product is shown to be risky. It 
was forced to make concessions 
on those and several other 
points.

Terrell Donicht, the Twin Falls school 
superintendent, didn’t get it quite right 
recently when he insisted his district is in 
the bottom 1 percent nadonally for spend- 
ing on a per-student basis. 

Stwaking to the Twin Falls Rotary Club 
earlier this month, Donicht stated that 
Idaho ranks 46th among the 50 states in 
per-student spending. He added that the 
Twin Falls School District ranks 100th 
among the state’s 112 school districts in 
per-student spending. 

But those two statistics don't add up to 


Donicht’s contention that the district is in 
the bottom 1 percent nationally. The two 
statistical rankings can’t be combined. 

It’s true that the Twin Falls School 
District is below the state and national 
averages In per-student spending at rough- 
ly $4,000 per pupil, per year. 

But, of roughly 16,000 school districts 
nationwide, the Twin Falls School District 
ranks around ll,OOOth, according to 
Education Week magazine. That puts the 
district around the 31st percentile, not in

Give us industrial hemp 

Idaho formers may have an opportuni- 
ty to put a new crop in their rotation, one 
with the ability to bring many value- 
adding industries and new Jobs into 
Idaho's economy. Gov. Kempihomc, in 
his State of the State speech, said tl^ is 
just what Idaho needs. 

The crop is industrial hemp. Its scien- 
tific name is Cannabis sativa L., which is 
tile root of the word canvas, traditionally 
made from hemp. You probably also 
know hemp is a cousin to marijuana, an 
illeg;^ drug. Hemp is not the same as 
marijuana. Let me say that again. Hemp 
is not marijuana, in the some way that a 
California poppy is not an opium poppy. 

Hemp once was a dominant crop in 
world's economy. The prime obstacle to 
growing hemn in the United States today 
is the Federal Drug Enforcement 
Administration. The DEA’s concern is 
that marijuana would be substituted for 
hemp in the field. 

The only way hemp farming will be 
pos.sib!e in Idaho b if our state govern- 
ment first authorizes it, then seeks DEA 
approval. (Hemp production actu^y has 
never been ille^, just hopelessly 
restricted by the federal government.) 

Hemp is valuable fur its fiber and its 
seed. Hemp fiber is used to make hi^- 
quality paper, textiles, a greqt variety of 
cons^ction materials, animal bedding, 
plastics and many other manufactiu’ccT 
products. The seed has many uses too 
and b rich in highquality ou, protein 
and essential nutrients. ' 

A^onomicolly, the plant is beneficial. 
Its deep root system opens up the soil. It 
is disease and pest rcsbtant and out-com- 
petes weeds. In rotation, it raises grain 
yields, b nematode resistant and works 
in a transition to organic growing. 
Generally, production and processing of 
this plant luive less environmental 
impact than other similar crops. 

Idaho should be out in front on this. 
Please contact your state representative 
or senator on thb important issue and to 
express support for a bill being intro- 
duced by Rep.

' First, that the evidence against Jesse

mi^cr in the first degree." And second, 
that my office, like the Filer Police 
Department, had a conflict of interest 
bemuse we had worked directly with Jesse 
Thrush when he was a sheriffs deputy.

Pm actually 
thankful that I have neighbors) 
who care enough to be concerned 
and that we have a responsive 
police force. 

The problem arose after I 
sheepishly admitted that I was 
angry over a speaker installation. 
An officer asked me to go get my 
idendneatioa I politely told him 
that this was not a situadon 
where I needed to get it for him. 

Officer Sklor then, with his 
hand on his gun, began yelling at 
me, telling me something like: 

“Do what the — officer tells you to ' 
do and go get the — license.” I 
tried to explain that, given my 
legal education and experience, I 
knew that they legally could not 
force me to show Diem identifica- 
tion. The remaining police offi- 
cers began moving toward me. 
Fearing for my safety, I got my 
ID. They ran a warrant ^eck. It 
came up dean. They left. 

The officers wanted my ID to 
riuia warrant check; they were 
willing to use force to get it, and 
they apparently have been taught 
to do it that way. Uicrc was 
absolutely no evidence of domestic 
violence or child abuse. My wife 
attested to their safety. There was - 
no sign of any crime for them to 
investigate, during which my iden-

BURLEY - On most days, Tom 
Burton can be found flipping burgers 
or chatting with customers at the 
local hamburger joint he co-owns in 
Burley. 

But in his spare dme, Burton Iwks 
out for the best interests of chilorcn 
who have been caught up in the court 
system by no fault of their own. He’s 
one of the dedicated volunteers with - 
the Court Appointed Special 
Advocate, or CASA, program, also 
known as the Guardian ad Litem prt^ 
gram. 

" "CASA volunteers play a vital role " 
in providing judges with carefully 
researched backgrounds of children 
to help the court make sound deci- 
sions about their futures. A CASA 
volunteer is a trained dtizen appoint- 
ed by a judge to represent the best 
interests of a child in abuse and 
neglect cases, child custody cases or 
other situations where the child has 
become involved in the court system.

CASA volunteers spend a lot'of* 
dme talking to doctors, teachers and. 
neighbors of children who are tan- 
gled ’up in the court system to ensure 
those children ore wc^-cared for and 
that their needs are being met. 

In court cases, lawyers represent 
the interests of the parents and the 
Department .of Health and Welfare 
represents the state. Burton said. 


“Whose responsilrility is it to look 
after the cliUd?” he asked. 

Agencies Su'ch as the Deponmem 
of Health and Welfare often haye 
heavy case loads and CASA volun- 
teers free up workers to concentrate 
on other aspects of cases involving 
children. Burton said he often sits 
down with a. DHW. caseworker and . 
offers help and suggesdons on the 
cases ho is involved with. 

The cases Burton helps the court 
with are not always cut and dried 
and don’t always have the happiest ' 
endings, he said. 

“I tc!i myself Tm going to do right 
by this child,” he said. “But then it 
bogs down and 1 think that there is 
no way I can make a differenced’

Residents 
to discuss 
new levy 
proposal

HAILEY - Blaine County resi- 
dents will get an opportunity 
tonight to hear more about a 
$39.5 million plant facilities levy 
now under consideration to ease 
overcrowding in area schools. 

The proposed plan includes 
construction of two new schools 
and improvements at existing 
schools in the district. 

The Strategic Facilities Com- 
mittee that developed the build- 
ing plan wants public input on 
the proposal so it can fine-tune 
its recommendation before pre- 
senting it to the School Board for 
'its approval on Feb. 7. The board 
will liien dedde the specifics of 
the plan and whether it will be 
financed through a plant facili- 
ties levy or a bond issue. 

If voters pass the proposal 
with the necessary §5 percent 
margin, the $39.5 million price 
tag would make it the second 
largest plant facilities levy to be 
approved in Idaho history, 
falling in. place behind 
Meridian’s $75 million plant 
facilities levy passed in 1998. A 
larger levy - $100 million - failed 
this past April in Fremont 
County. 

If the School Board were to 
finance the projects under a* 
bond issue which requires 66 
and two-thirds percent approval, 
it would rank as the second 
largest bond issue to be passed, 
just behind a $44 million bond 
issue passed by Boise voters in 
1996. Two larger bond issues 
foiled - a $79 million bond issue 
in Boise in 1995 and a $45 mil- 
lion bond issue in Pocatello in 
1996. 

The facility master plan under 
consideration includes: i 

• Construction of a nevr $19.6 
million high school near the 
existing high school in Hailey. 

• Construction of a new' $8.1 
million .elementary school in 
Halley. ’ 

• A $5.5 million addition and 
renovation to the Corey School. 

• A $2.7 million expansion to 
Wood River Middle School. 

• A new $1.9 million school . 
bus garage. 

• An additional $1.6 million In 
upgrades to Bellevue, Hailey and 
Hemingway elementary schools 

Rather than build a new hi^ 
school, the strategic facilities 
committee debated an option to 
make renovations at Wo<^ River 
High School to accommodate the 
growing student population in 
Blaine County. 

However, renovation of the 
existing school would cost $12.2 
million and would necessitate; 
building a separate facility for a; 

. technical center to house the; 
Advanced Regional Technical' 
Education Coalition academies' 
at a cost of $5.5 million. Under 
this option, student capacity at 
the old high school would be 900; 
to 1000 students. ^ 

Wood River High School cur- 
rently has 732 students, but con- 
sidering current student-popida- 
Please see HAILEY, Page B3;

He told investi- 
gators “price collusion cannot be 
ruled out” in how gas suppliers in 
Salt Lake City set fuel prices in 
Idaho. 

Lance said refineries providing 
fuel to Idaho have higher profit 
margins than others in the coun- 
tiy.

October, Darrington said. 

Townsend said he would address 
a list of issues ran^g from pay 


raises to senior management atti- 
tudes after he was dduged with 
more than 200 e-mail messages 
from employees last October. 

Van Maren said addressing 
employees' fear of retaliation 
would help improve the overall 
low morale in the department. 

“Morale is a very, very difficidt 
issue,” she said, “and that yo'u 
can’t speak openly is a big cpn- 
trib utor."

The state dropout rate for 
Hispanic students is between 40 
percent and GO percent, Strolberg 
said. She and Plastino arc focus- 
ing on helping Hispanic students 
stay in school, and each year 
since ESL began, more have 
graduated, to a record of 26 in 
1999. 

About ISO students who don’t 
speak English as their first lan- 
guage attend the high school, just 


unde^ 10 percent of the' student 
body. 

About half are Hispanic, some 
of whom were boiji in the United 
States but speak Spanish at 
home, and about one-quarter are 
from the former Yugoslavia, 
Strolberg said. ESL classes serve 
about 40 of thc.se studem.s, ages 
13 to 21, based on their English- 
speaking abilities and success in 
s^ool. About 50 percent go on to 
college. 

' Reading, writing, listening and 
speaking arc covered in ESL. 


Classes arc peppered with cxpla- 
' nations about American lifestyle, 
including answers to the common 
question about why American 
teens can’t drink alcohol.

OSCEOLA, Iowa (AP) - Mor- 
mon Church leaders released a 
message of condolence Saturday, 
following the fatal accident that 
took the lives of four Mormon 
missionaries in Iowa. 

“At this time of grief and 
mourning, we extend our love 
and prayers to the families,” 
according to a statement released 
by the First Presidency of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints. “These faithful young 
men were deeply loved and will 
be dearly missed.” 

Herman Heckathorn, 90, of 
Murray, was driving a pickup 
struck by a car carrying four 
Mormon missionaries on Friday, 
the Iowa State Patrol said. 

The missionaries were west- 
bound oh U.S. Highway 34 just 
west of Osceola, about 40 miles 
.south of Des Moines. The driver, 
cried to pass another vehicle but 
slid onto the shoulder, overcor- 
rected and began to skid, the 
patrol said. 

The car entered the eastbound 
lanes, where it crashed into a 


pickup truck. Both vehicles burst 
into flames. 

The four Utah mi^onaries had 
just left a conference on mission- 
ary work at on Osceola church. 

They were identified as: Jay^ . 
sen Ray Christiansen, 20, of 
HarrisvUle; Jared Mont Pulham, 
20,' of Alpine; Bradley Alan' 
Savage, 20, of Lehi; and Daniel 
Byme Roundy, 19, of Kaysville. 

Pulham’s Utah bishop, Greg 
Wilder, described him as “a 
bright young man, very serious 
about his s^oolwork." Pulham, 
“as his brother put it, ‘always got 
the girls , and he got to drive the 
fun cars,”! Wilder said. 

Bishop William Harris de- 
scribed Roundy as a “devoted 
missionary" who “had a great 
enthusiasm for life. He \vas full of 
vitality and drive.” 

. Bishop Ron Peck said Savage . 
last spoke with his family on 
Christmas. 

“Ho told them he liked where 
he was, knew he was .doing the 
right thing and was the happiest 
he had ever been,” Peck said. 


All four had been on missions 
in Des Moines for The Church of . 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Sairits 
for less tlian a year. 

W. Craig Zwick, a.sslstant exec- 
utive director of the church’s 
sionary department said the 
young men were “right where 
they should have been.” 

Male church members are 
expected to serve two years 
spreading the Mormon message 
to assigned areas. Robert 
Rowley, who oversees the mis- 
sion program in Iowa, said the 
church has 180 missionaries in 
the state.

Fire district sues state fund overdividends 


POCATELLO (AP) - Game offi- 
cers counting waterfowl in soutli- 
eastern Idaho were shocked the 
birds’ numbers have plunged, but 
a closer look reveals even extreme 
fluctuations may be typical.

“These insurance funds have 
just been taking too much of our 
money for years,” Fire District' 
Commissioner Wayne Johrrson 
said. The lawsuit was filed 
Tuesday in 1st District Court. 

. The district says it filed on 
, behalf of all employers who pur- 
chased workers compensation 
insurance policies from the fuiid 
after 1995. 

"Class members are so numer- 
bus that joinder of all members is 
impractical,” the lawsuit says. 

However, George Parham, 


insurance fund chief legal coun- 
sel, said the suit qmnot he called 
a'' class action until certified as 
such by a Judge. 

' The Tawsuit says the fund is 
required to fix premiums for dif- 
ferent classes of employment, 
according to the risk of injury .on,; 
the job. 

.Also, the fund has to set up a 
surplus and reserves that are ade- 
quate to pay claims. 

When policyholders pay premi- 
ums over what is required to pay 
those claims, state law allows the' 
fluid to return that money in the 
form of dividends, the lawsuit 
says, i 

“They would like the money 
paid back to them that is tax dol- 
lars that the insiiran'cc fund is 
holding and shouldn't be hold- 


ing,” said chc' district’s attorney, 
Starr Kelso. 

The lawsuit goes on to say tliat 
the fund has fixed premiums at a 
much higher rate than needed 
for. a reasonable surplus and has 
not returned enough money in 
the form of dividends. 

“In 1994, the surplus was 
approximately S75 million,” it 
reads., “By the end'of 1998, the 
surplus was approximately S159 
million.”.' 

An insurance expert the. Fire 
District hired testified in an affi- . 
davit he had compared the fund’s 
surplus with those of 35 other 
insurance organizations-and 
three other state insurance funds. 
In each case, the expert found 
Idaho’s fund was holding too high 
a rate of surplus.

Officials say more counterfeiting staits at home 


SPOKANE (AP) - Home com- 
puters increasingly are being 
used to make counterfeit cash in 
Eastern Washington, federal 
authorities say. . 

The latest example is a case in 
which a 9-year-oId Spokane boy 
allegedly passed a counterfeit $1 
bill at school. 

, The boy’s father, Rex Horn, is 
accused of producing the phony 
SI bill and nine counterfeit S20s 


on rented computer equipment, 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Earl 
Hicks said. 

Secret Service agents tracked 
' down the equipment to help make 
the case against Horn, agent . 
David Hoffman testified Friday in 
a hearing at which Horn was 
ordered held on S10,000 bond. 

Authorities talked with Horn’s 
soni but he was not charged. 

The case was the third in 


Eastern Washington last week 
involving counterfeit cash 
allcgcldy produced with edmput- 
er equipment. 

“We’re seeing a real serious 
spike in these kinds of cases,” 
Hicks said. ' -

“We haven’t been 
able to contact it or hear it.” 

Of the $26 million total cost of 
the JAWSAT mission’, about $23 
million was for the rocket and the 
launch. , 

• After receiving a radio signal 
characteristic of JAWSAT at an 
unexpected time,. controllers 
heard nothing from the satellite 
during three subsequent passes 


over its California.-launch site. 
Wood said. 

Ham radio operators in Ogden,,.. 
Salt Lake City, Park City, th'e 
East Coast and South Africa plan 
this weekend to keep listening 
for JAWSAT, Wood said. • 

JAWSAT was launched • 
Wednesday night from 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, 
Calif. Once in orbit, JAWSAT 
deployed four other small satel- 
lites.

Hospices 
for prisons 
multiply

PALESTINE, Texas - Juan 
Robles thinks there are two men 
within him. 

' The first one, easily enraged, is 
racked by violent impulses, 
swayed by his companions. That’s 
how, eight years ago, he landed 
in the penitentiary for armed rob- 
bery. 

I. The second Robles bleeds with 
empathy. He has a gift for easing 
others’ pain; he responds intense- 
ly to the influence of peers. 

-That’s why he volunteers-inside— 
the prison hospice - for the ^t- 
terin^ redemptive work of help- 
ing ailing inmates as they die. 

The transformation of Robles 
is just one consequence of a 
surge in prison hospices, a trend 
slowly altering the Attire of U.S. 
prisons. Devoted to physied and 
omodon'ol comfort for the dying, 
hospice units might actually 
toudi whole prison populations; 
according to some wardens, vio- 
lence apparently diminishes 
when a prison starts a hospice. 

Prison hospices are multiplying 
because of a national push for 
longer prison sentences, coupled 
with epidemics such as AIDS. 
With the prison population 
roughly triple what it was in 
1990, dying naturally while, 
behind bars.is now common. . 

Last year, about 3,000 U.S. 
inmates died in custody - 50 per- - 
cent more than just the year 
before. Today, a population 
defined by its divorce from other 
humans is facing, in large num- 
bers, the one experience all peo- 
ple share. To keep up with the 
needs of the dying, 12 states, 
including Texas and California, 
have prison hospices. 

- In any prison, the hush and 
hfimanicy of axood hospice con- 
trasts bluntly mth the insdtudon 
luound it. But the idea of tranquil 
death takes on special irony in 
Texas, which executes more 
inmates than any other state. 
Last month, officials even flew on 
inmate horn a hospital intensive 
{rare ward, where he’d been 
placed after trying suidde, back 
to death row to execute him on 
time. Although their roots are 
practical, hospices have had 

' Some unforeseen effects. Inmates 
surprise wardens by competing 
^r hospice volunteer jobs. Once- 
suspidous victims’ advocates now 
support hospices. And some pris- 
oners’ advocates denounce them. 

Most unexpected of all, several 

r 'ardens have cited anecdotal 
vidence that violence drops

The hospice at the Michael 
Unit in East Texas is one of five 
state or federal prison hospices in 
Texas, where 150,000 people are 
incarcerated. Near capadty with 
19 padents, the Michael Unit hos- 
pi ce looks l ike a low-tedi hospital 
wing. 

Robles, rotating with other vol- 
unteers, bathes, soothes,* feeds 
and comforts inmates whose 
prognosis is six months or less to 
live. Padents receive pain med- 
Icadon but no emergency acdon 
to resusdtate them. Family mem- 
bers can visit often. 

But it’s in the nature of prison 
hospices, says supervisor Joyce 
NflUer, that the most intense sup- 
port comes from other inmates. 

“In hospice we treat the mind, 
body and soul,” Miller says. 
“These guys get real dose to the 
guys here. Usually when you take 
a prisoner in, there's already 
some strings cut (from their loved 
ones). Sometimes our hospice 
sides become the family of the 
person who’s dying.” 

And maybe only other inmates 
understand the dread of dying 
behind bars, surrounded by other 
inmates, remote from those who 
once knew them best “Pve lost a 
lot - my wife, my child - since I 
canie here,” Robles says. “1 put 
myself in (patients’) place, and 
I’m afraid that m die done.” 

At the Michael Unit, a m'axi- .

Texas Inmate Carlos Villareal deal with hit p 
calmer in the nearly two years 
since the hospice started. 
Warden Larry Johns says. He 
thinks the hospice’s nurturing cli- 
mate helps first the patients, 
then the volunteers and finally ' 
the whole prison. “The philoso- 
phy changes in the setting itself,” 
Johns muses. “The inmates 
change.' It dianges how we look 
at them." 

“There's certainly no empirical 
data, but you will find a majority 
of wardens say^ it makes sense 
from a security basis,” adds 
Elizabeth Craig, president of the 
Colorado-based National Prison 
Hospice Association. Historically, 
the deaths of inmotes have 
prompted violence, minor arson 
and vandalism, all of which might 
diminish when a prison has a hos- 
pice. Inmates often believe that 
companions who die in prison 
infirmaries are mistreated, even 
killed, Craig says. . 

But not all hospices, Craig 
stresses, are as comfortable as 
the Michael Unit, where each 
patient has a private room and 
relative freedom of movement 
through the' area. 

Ray Hill, a former inmate who 
is now a prison reform activist and 
Houston radio show host, has no ■ 
use for the prison hospice-system. 
even at its best. Hospices, Hill 
says, only detract from inmates’ 
slim chances of actual parole to 
die at home. And, he adds, th^ 
obscure severe problem such os 
undertreatment of epidemic lev- 
els of hepatitis C 

Robles says inmates he has 
cared for stiU face the fear and

outside. 

Reggie has waited in a long 
line to tell Randle about his day, 
even though he knew his news 
would be di^ppointing. 

“They won’t lie to me,” Randle 
said. “They know not to lie. 
Vilien they talk about the kind of 
day they had, they have to tell 
the truth." 

Despite the bad report, Reggie 
receives encouragement, along 
with his punishment from 
Randle. 

“Hope Farm boys listen and 
foUow-the rules,” Reggie said. 

There are 34 boys and one girl 
who attend the privately funded . 
form. The youngest is 4, the old* 
est 12. They meet each day after 
school and on some weekends for 
trips to Dallas Cowboys games or 
to comp. . 

All come from single-parent 
households, and many are raised 
by grandparents. Caregivers pay 
$10 per semester to enroll their 
children. 

They mostly live in the neigh- 
bothood diac surrounds the fa r m , 
an area under siege. Many of. the 
prostitutes and drug users are - 
people the children know.. 

Some are even their parents,

psychic pain of dying - often ter- 
ribly compounded by their cir- 
cumstances. In liis white prison 
scrubs, a small cross dangling 
from his neck, Robles has com- 
forted inmates anguished at the 
dead relationships and distant 
famUics they leave behind. 

.Often too, dying.inmates brood, 
on questions of judgment. Their 
failures. Their crimes. 

“My patients are always ready 
to talk. They want to talk about 
crimes in their free lives. Crimes 
for which they weren’t pun- 
ished,” Robles says. "I think .they 
want to get it off their chest.” 

Of all the patients he has seen, 
Robles identifies most closely 
with the Latino immigrants in 
hospice, the ones who can’t 
speak English. The son of 
Mexican immigrants, he knows 
Spanish-speaking paiiems some- 
times shrink from making 
requests of English speakers. 

Rodolfo Fernandez Fonseca, 
who died this ^car, was his best 
friend in the prison. A drug deal- 
er who died of AIDS, Fonseca did 
not go easily. 

“He was so aware,” says 
Robles. “I’ve never seen so much 
emodonoJ fear. It was so sad for 
me, not to be able to help.” 
Finally, he talked to a therapist - 
one of the support systems that 
the hospice team provides - to 
overcome his grief. 

Yet even that experience, 
Robles says,' had a meaning’it 
might not have for somebody out- 
side a prison.

Bunting 
told police, his son was drowsy* 
but he again sprayed Freon into 
the Water, charges state. Afteh 
adding more Freon, Bunting told ' 
investigators, he again left the 
bathroom. 

A few moments later, Bunting 
said, he found his son lying fal^^ 
down in the bath water. 

Bunting told police he works as 
an air conditioner installer and id 
licensed to carry Freon. ' ' 

On Thursday, Utah Medic'bJ 
Examiner Todd Grey declared 
that Jeremy Bunting died froin 
Freon-22 intoxication and certi- 
fied the manner of death as ’d

.bill that would have established a special 
-prosecutor to investigate abuse and 
fraud in polygamous communities, sup- 
.porters tum^ their hopes to another bill 


pending in the Utah Senate. 

*'We have tried to help 500 people come 
out of polygamy and we neeo hdp," said 
ViclQ' Pnm^ of Tapesoy of Polygamy. 

S«iate Bill 8, s^nsored by Sen. Ron 
Allen, D-Stansbury ^rl^ woidd give the 
state attorney general’s office $500,000 
to help sheriffs and county attorneys 
investigate and prosecute crimes of wd- 
fare fraud, tax fraud, domestic abuse and 


sexual abuse in polygamous societies. 

The same bilI.would Mt up a polygamy 
hotline and provide temporary h&using ' 
for women and children leaving polyga- 
mous families. Hotline and housing fund- 
ing were not part of the defeated House 
bill. 

”It’s time for Utah to take its head out 
of the sand,” said Senate Minority 
Leader Scott Howell, D-Salt Lake Gty. ' 


There are an estimated 25,000 people 
living in polygamous relationships in 
Utah, many of whom trace their b^efs- 
back to fundamental Mormonisra. The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints has diuvowed the practice. 

Utah was required to outlaw poly- 
gamy in its constitution as a condition 
of statehood and the crime of plural 
marriage has only been prosecuted a 


handful of times. 

But two years ago, two prominent 
members of the Kingston polygamous 
don were accused of child abuse. Both 
men were convicted. -• 

That case, along with reports of ram- 
pant welfare fraud in the polygamous sis- 
ter cities of Colorado City, Ariz., and 
Hildale, Utah, prompted heightened 
scrutiny of such abuses. •'

. The Titans were founded as (he Oilers 
in 1960 as a charter member of the old 
AFL. They won the first AFL crown, but 
the closest they came to a championship 
after that was in 1978 and' 1979, when 
;Earl Campbell led them to AFC title 
games against the Pittsburgh Steelers of 
•Terry Bradshaw, Lynn Swan and Mean 
Joe Greene. 

The Rams were founded in Cleveland 
;in 1937, then moved to Los Angeles in 
1946, keeping the LA tag even when they 
relocated 40 miles south to Anaheim in 


1980. They won an NFL title in 19S2 with 
' a star-tilled team that included the likes 
of Bob Waterfield, Norm -Van Brocklin, 
Tom Fears, Elroy Hirsch, Tank Younger 
and Deacon Dan Towler. 

They reached the Super Bowl in the 
1979 season with a defense led by Jack 
Youngblood and Hacksaw Reynold and 
lost in the NFC title game in 1969. But 
that was their last winning season until 
they finished 13*3 this year under Dicl^, 
Vermeil, who returned ^m 14 years in a 
broadcast booth in 1997 and went 9-23 
his first two seasons. 


They had the NFL’s best offense, scor- 
ing 526 points, about 33 a game, (he third 
most ever. They were 84) at home and 
outscored opponents by an average of 25 
points. 

Warner threw 41 touchdown passes to 
join Dan Marino as the only quarter- 
backs to throw 40 or more. Morshall 
Faulk, obtained in a trade with 
Indianapolis, ran for 1,381 yards and 
caught 87 passes for 1,048, burning just 
the second, player in the 1,000-1,000 club. 

The other m^ additions to 1^8’s 4-12 
team were two free agents, guard Adam 


Timmerman and HnebackeY Todd 
Collins. Defensive end Kevin Caxter, the 
No. 1 pick in 1995, and second-year line- 
backer London Fletcher led the defense. 

Perhaps most important, Verm^ let 
up on the Rams aftm: working them as 
hard as any team in the league in his 
first two seasons, and brought in Mike 
Marti from Washington to run the 
offense. 

“All the hard work we put in last year 
led to what we did this year," says d^en- 
sive tackle D’Marco'Farr, one of five 
* Rams left from the team that moved 


horn Los Angeles after the 1994 seaso;L,

The Titans weren't as big a surprise. “ 
Football people knew they had talent

Rams players disagree 
with coach over what 
brought the turnaround 

ATLANTA (AP) - As yet another los* 
ing season unraveled, the St. Louis Rams 
were fed up. Too many hours on die 
practice field, nothing to show for it. 

They whispered revolt - when they 
had the energy, that is. 

• “It got to the point where before the 
game guys would be in the locker room 
sleeping because they were so tired from 
all the work they had put in during the 
week,” comerback Todd Lyght said. 

Most of it was only ^mbling. Then 
four prominent-players, including Lyght, 
boycotted the final team meedng of the 
1998 season. That sent a message to the 
coach, who described it at' the dme as a 
“shot in the back.” 

'It can all be remembered with a. laugh, 
now. Winning a trip to the Super Bowl is 
a marvelous salve. 

Vermeil said thd team wouldn’t have 
complained at all if it had been undcfcat' 
ed during his previous two seasons in St. ’ 
Louis. . * . . 

“My first year, we opened the'^asdn 


and beat the New Orleans Saints, and Td 
never seen a locker room more excited, 
and that training camp was hell,” the 
.coach said. 

Every chance he gets. Vermeil trots 
out his three-year plan of breaking down 
and weeding out the weaklings, then ris- 
ing to the top with the survivors. The 
numbers appear. to bear this out - eiglit 
starters remain from his coaching come- 
back season in 1997. 

But going from 4-12 to 15-3 was not os 
simple as: acquiring Marshall Faulk; get- 
ting lucky with Kur Warner; cutting' out 
* the marathon practice sessions; and 
handing the play-calUng to Mike Mortz. 

For Vermeil, it’s all obout work ethic. 
He scoffs at the notion of a near-rcbcllion 
os any sort of catalyst for change. 

He said if he were starting a new pro- 
gram tomorrow, he wouldn't change a 
thing. He says injuries are the only rea- 
son he didn’t turn the team around soon- 
er. ■'

“The biggest thing he’s done is let his 
assistant coaches coach,” star wide 
receiver Isaac Bruce said. “He's not as 
young as he used to be. We have some 
coaches who really know how to prepare 
us to play, and he just sits in the back 
and relishes the moment.” 

Not ordy that, he realizes that fresher 
players make plays. Every stHtallcd win- 
ning Monday meant an extra day off dur- 
ing die season. 

Players also got a four-day break dur- 
ing the bye week at the start of the play- 
offs, and in the days before their 49-37 
rout over the Minnesota Vikings, he had 
them skip weight training. 

For the ultimate indulgence. Vermeil 
took in a movie with his wife, Carol, one 
night rather than obsess over possible 
opponents. 

Defensive tackle D’Marco Farr, who

Vermeil, who'has gobbled up all the

Tips to understanding the big game 


Knight RIddet Newe Service . 

. Watching- the Super Bowl 
isn’t brain surgery. 

It's more like observing mili- 
tary war games. . 

Comedian George Carlin once 
called football a “20th-century 
technological struggle ... where 
the quarterback, otherwise 
known as the field general ... 
marches his troops into enemy 
territory, balancing an aerial 
assault with a sustained ground 
attack which punches holes in 
the forward wall of the enemy’s 
defensive line." 

To cope with such complexity, 
here arc a few terms and defini- 
tions that might be helpful for 
today’s big game - or if you ever 
get crapped in an elevator with 
John Madden. 

• The red zone: No, it’s not 
where you go after amassing an 
$80 tab at the local sports bar. 
It's where an offensive team 


finds itself wiron it moves inside 
the opponent's 20-yard line. 

• Neutral zone: This is the 
imoginaiy area above the line of 
scrimmage (that’s where the ball 
is). Offensive and defensive line- 
men must stay out of the neutral 
zone when the play begins or it's 
a penalty. Alternate definition: 
The space between a Tampa Day 
Bucs fan and a Jacksonville 
Jaguars booster. 

• Quick out: A pass pancrh in 
whid a receiver breaks sudden- 
ly toword the sidelines. -Also, 

- the excuse your date makes for 
not watching the big game. I 
mean, how can she wash a dog 
that she doesn’t even have? 

• Kail Mary pass: A long, long 
bomb, usually thrown at the 
end of the game. A quarterback 
prays it will somehow end up in 
the hands of his receiver. This 
also could refer to a guy’s gome- 
day illusion that the good-look- 
ing sports-bar waitress finds 


him irresistible. 

• Wedge: A group of four or 
five linemen who form a wall to 
block for a kickoff returner. Or 
anyone standing between you 
and the TV set. 

• In the grasp: Because quar- 
terbacks ore so popular, defen- 
sive players aren’t allowed to 
smash into them when they arc 
*“in the grasp” of another 
defender. Considering the sense 
of this rule, quarterbacks now 
routinely “slide” onto the 
ground instead of being tackled. 
Of course, doing the same thing' 
would result in unmerciful teas- 
ing in any respectable sandlot 
game. 

• Silent count: A quarterback 
uses hand or leg signals to start 
plays when the crowd noise is 
too loud.

The 4 minutes and 3 seconds 
of action against Frands means 
Tyson has fought only 70 min- 
utes and 3 seconds in 8 years 
and 7 months. 

Tyson traveled to England 
because he has become more dif- 
ficult to sell in the United States 
since his unimpressive fight 
against Francois Botha about a 
year ago. That bout viras his first 
since he bit Evandcr Holyfield’s 
cars. 

Tyson, 223.75, was. scheduled 
to return to the United States 
today. 

He earned from $8 million to

"He’s a great genius," said Bill 
Koch, head of the Americas .syn- 
dicate 'tliat won the 1992 Cup in 
San Diego with Peterson on the 
design team. "He has that little 
bit of ami-establishmcnc thinker 
about him, which is great.” 

' Three years later, Peterson was 
a winner again, this time as a key 
designer for New Zealand’s Black 
Magic, which was much faster 
than Young America in sweeping 
all five races in the finals off San 
Diego. 

“He’s d highly intelligent 
human being," said John 
Bertrand, the Australian winner 
of the 1983 America's Cup who 
used a Peterson-designed mat as 
part of his preparations that year. 
“He has an opinion on everything 
and, generally, that opinion is 
very well worth listening to." 


The Italians thought so. They 
hired him to design Prada for this 
year’s races.

Years ago, when I was young and 
idealistic, I agreed to let my then 6- 
year-old daughter invite several of 
. her little friends over to the house 
fdf lunch. I still remember the dia- 
logue. 

; “Do you like tuna fish?” I asked 
the kid with the freckles. 

“I don’t know, Tve never heard of 
it.” 

The tone of thcconvcrsadon was 
set. 

One child thought she was allergic 
to tuna fish (“because Fm allcr^c to 
everything”). Another child refused 
to try the tuna fish because it was 
mixed with mayonnaise and she only 
liked foods that were “seprat.” 

The brave little girl who finally 
agreed to eat the tuna fish asked if 
she could also have a side order of 
dog biscuits. She meant hush pup- 
pies. At least that’s what I told 
myself. 

Where do we get our food likes 
and dislikes, anyway? A lot of it 
seems to depend on where we grew 
up, on the “regional food” that we 
learned to love. But even then, real 
life can be confxising. 

In the small Sou^em town where 
I was raised, one of 
our favorite foods 
was hot tamales. 
Instead of the hot 
dog man, we had 
the hot tamale 
man, and he 
pushed his hot 
tamale cort down 
all three blocks of 
Main Street every 
day. He made the 
best hot tamales 
I’ve ever tasted, 
but they certainly 
weren’t regional 
food for us. 

I don’t remem- 
ber there being 
any Hispanic people in my town, and 
if 1 remember correctly, the hoc 
tamale man was African American. 
Wo didn't have anything to serve 
with our hot tamales, cither. I never 
even knew what a burrito or a nadio 
was until I moved to Idaho.

The rest of the time, we ate grits 
and turnip greens and pecan pie. 

And we always cooked our food 
above ground. 

. I added that last part after reading 
a story titled “Favorite Foods for 
Family Reunions,” by Robin 
Bloksberg, in the “Farmer’s 
Almanac.” She wrote about the 
Smith/Smart family in Maine, who 
bury their dinner in a hole in the' 
ground. ' 

Their 'i'Baked Beans in an Outdoor 
Bean Hole” is a nod to the family 
ancestors - loggers who were sent 
down river to drive logs to the mill 
and camp cooks who went ahead of 
the loggers, by land, to put a pot of 
beans on top of coals in a hole beside 
the river. 

Then there is the Grennia family 
in Michigan, who have reunion pig 
roasts where everyone feasts on bar- 
becue with “Great-grandma’s 
Coffeccake.” Or- the Deskins family 
in Virginia, with reunions where the 
family members bring homegrown 
and homemade tomatoes, beans, 
pickles and cakes to fill six long 
tables. .Or the Snow family in North 
Carolina, with plenty of baked coun- 
try ham, sweet potato cobbler and 
“Grandma Snow’s Hypocrite Pie.” 
(The pic is called hypocrite because 
it looks deceptively like an egg cus- 
tard pic, but is actually a dried apple 
pie.)

another planet. 

They 
ate - sparingly. TTien, I suspect, they 
\ymt home hungry and opened a can 
(rf bors^t. 

I would probably do the same if I 
spent Christmas Day trying to eat 
unfamiliar food.

I^t way, if I ever go to sonieonc’s 
house and try eating really strange 
fdod and start missing.my Southern 
rpots, I can always go home and 
order out for pizza.

My wife and I had just fin- 
ished the 150-mile trip home 
from our daughter's college.

vate home was cheaper and bet- 
ter if a student wanted to work 
his way through school.

and regardless of who hears 
them, and, as for offering a lady 
a choir or giving one up so that 
she mi^t sit down, forget it. 

I have heard that there are 
some schools in the United 
States that arc now teaching 
courses in how to be polite. I 
find this very strange, and, as a 
taxpayer, I object, again, that 
schools should be forced to take 
on yet another subject which 
should be taught at home. 1 
guess, however, that reviving 
the art must start somewhere, 
and, if parents have reneged on 
that port of their parental duty, 
someone has to do it. 

I understand too that students' ' 
are liking the class and ore find- 
ing it much less stressful to be- 
polite than to be rude.

Jean Elliott doesn’t recall 
exactly when Ricky came into 
her life. She just- remembers that 
when she was 4 or 5 years old, he 
was always there when she need- 
ed him. 

“He was my buddy,” says 
Elliott, now the public relarions 
coordinator in the College of 
Human Resources and Education 
at Virginia Tech University in 
Blacksburg, Vo. “He went every- 
where I went. He was sort of a 
protenor. He made me feel com- 
fortable.” 

To little Jean, Ricky was the 
perfect chll^ood companion. 

He may have been something 
less in her parents’ eyes - if they 
could have seen him. Ricky was 
Jeon’s imaginary friend. 

“It caused them some mild dis- 
tress,” Elliott says, laughing. 
“Here was their youngest child 
with a little friend they couldn't 
see.” 

Elliott remembers Ricky as 
small, about 3 feet tall, and says 
he looked a little like Pinocdiio. 
She’d open the cor door for him 
and let him get in first when the 
family was going for a drive - no 
wonder her parents were sliglitly 
put off - and he’d accompany her 
when she went to play in the 
dark family basement, with its 
noi^ old oil furnace and gurgling 
sump pump. 

“I just remember opening the 
basement door and Ricky going 
down the stairs first. Then when 
it was OK, I’d go down there.” 
she says. “I wouldn’t play games 
. with him. He’d just be hanging 
out, sitting on the stairs, watching 
whUe I played in the basement.” 

Children’s worlds are appar- 
ently full of characters like 
Ricky. Experts may disagree 
exactly how common these make- 
believe friends are, but they do 
agree that they’re all over the 
. place. 

“It’s definitely more common 
than most people believe," says 
Marjorie Taylor, a professor of 
psychology at the University of 
Oregon. Taylor has been studi^ng 
the phenomenon for 10 years. 
She has interviewed about 175 
children, 100 of them three times 
over four years, as well as 400 • 
adults, all of whom had ima^-

Q. Having read your column 
for several month.s and wanting 
to begin planning, my husband 
and I contacted u lawyer who 
told us that the best way to get 
ready for the potential of long- 
term cure was to put all of our 
assets in a icu.st so tluit wc could 
keep control of our property and 
avoid the expense of probate. 
Wc are in our lute COs and have 
two grown children. Our assets 
include a liousc (which is paid 
for), $75,000 in certificates of 
deposit, and $25,000 in life insur- 
ance. 1 am retired from a civil 
service job, while my wife is u 
retired teacher. Arc we on the 
right track? 

A. We are not .sure whether 
your lawyer is recommcmliiig a 
revocable trust - whicli can be 
terminated according to its terms 
- or an irrevocable trust which 
cannot be undone. In either case, 
while mists may he useful in the 
Medicaid ami long-term care 
planning areas, they can also cre- 
ate traps for tiic unwary. 

.First, planning to avoid pro- 
bate has virtually nothing to do 
with planning for long-term care. 
With an estate of your size, you 
need not concern yourselves 
with estate taxes or a large pro- 
bate expense. 

Second, depending on where 
you live, transferring your as.scis 
to a revocable living trust may 
(1) have no significant Medicaid 
planning advantages; (2) make 
Medicaid planning more compli- 
cated; or (3) cause otherwise 
-non-countable resources to lose 
their exempt status for Medicaid 
purposes. For example, in some 
states, if a person transfers the 
otherwise exempt personal resi- 
dence to a revocable trust, the 
residence could lose its non- 
countable status and be consid- 
ered an available asset for 
Medicaid qualification purposes. 
And, if gifting to a spouse is 
required, the trust may not pro-.

On (lie Ollier hand, if an irrevo- 
cable irusi is used for Medicaid 
planning, the person creating the 
irusi called the “grantor” can 
noi retain cither an income or'' 
reversionary intere.st in the prop- 
erly. If either is retained, the 
trust will be deemed to be a 
“Medicaid qualifying trust" - the 
exact oppo.site of what it appears 
to mean. For example, if an indi- 
vidual transfers assets to an 
irrevocable trust and retains any 
rights to receive distributions 
from the trust, the trust assets 
will be considered as being avail- 
able in determining Medicaid 
eligibility. This can be very diffi- 
cult because the trust then can- 
not be undone. 

Depending on the circum- 
stances, however, certain irrevo- 
cable trusts may assist in the 
Medicaid planning process. For 
example, assets belonging to a 
disabled individual younger than 
65 can be transferred to an irrev- 
ocable trust cither to prevent the 
disabled individual from losing 
the assets to creditors or to quali- 
fy the individual for Medicaid 
benefits. In addition, if a parent 
establishes an irrevocable trust 
solely for the benefit of a dis- 
abled child, the assets in thc.^ 
thist con cxclud 9 d from con- 


sideration in determining the 
Medicaid eligibility of- both the 
parent and the child. None of 
these options seems to fit your 
situation. - 

Taking the NextSlep: A living 
trust in your situation is akin to 
hunting a ghat with an clcphtint 
gun. We suggest that you get 
another opinion, as it appears to 
us that by using durable powers 
of attorney with appropriate gift- 
ing provisions, you will be able 
to accompii.sh what you appear 
to need more safely aiid at a 
much lower cost. 

Be aware; While in most cases 
discrimination by a Medicare- or 
Mcdicaid-ccrtificd facrlily 
against Medicaid-eligible resi- 
dents is prohibited, the admis- 
sion process is an exception to 
that i^c. 

Effective October 1, 1990, the 
federal Nursing Home Reform 
Act requires Medicare- and 
Medicaid-certified facilities to 
establish and maintain identical 
policies and procedures regard- 
ing transfer, discharge and the 
provision of services for all resi- 
dents, regardless of source of 
payment. Unfortunately nothing 
in the Act expressly prohibits 
unfair admission practices based 
on source of payment. 

Only a handful of states 
expressly prohibit this type of 
discrimination. For this reason, 
Mcdicaid-cllgible individuals arc 
frequently refused admission or 
put on Medicaid'only waiting 
lists even though beds arc avail- 
able. This allows the nursing . 
facility to save the beds for high- 
. er-rate private pay or Medicare 
residents.

Q. 1 read the recent column in 
which you called on parents lo 
take their kids out of oil after- 
school activities. I couldn’t help 
but woridcr whether your chil- 
dren participated in anything 
except family activities. 

A. As a matter of fact, family 
was tlicir No. 1 after-scliool activi- 
ty.

Amy, now 27, wanted piano 
lessons. Wc bougltl her a piano 
with the understanding that 
because of the investment 
required, she had to take piano 
lessons as long as she lived in our 
home. But. wc added, she didn’t 
have to praaicc unless she want- 
ed to. Practice was between her 
and her teacher. Amy took her 
last piano lesson her last semester 
in high school.

My wife WUlic and I witnessed 
what happened to families when 
children’s after-school activities 
dominated a family’s discre- 
tionary time.

As a consequence, we were 
marriage-centered, not child-cen- 
tered. Eric and Amy did chores 
(most of the housework, in fact, 
from ages 9 and 6), did their own 
homework, and developed hob- 
bics with which to occupy their 
spare time. Wc watched litUc tele- 
vision. In fact, for much of their 
childhoods, we didn’t even have a 
television. The things, we did 
together were active things, 
things that make for good child- 
hood memories. 

Eric is now married with two 
children. He flics corporate jets 
for a major corporation. He 
spends his dme off with his fami- 
ly. They live two doors down from 
us. There’s nothing more impor- 
tant to Eric than his marriage and 
the family he and Nancy ore cre- 
ating 

Wjllie and I couldn’t be more 
proud of his values. He quit pee- 
wee football and he quit soccer, 
but Eric is anything but a quitter. 
He paid for most of his flight 
training himself and was flying 
jets at age 25. 

The uldmate joy of parenthood 
is watching a child grow into an 
adult with good, solid, traditional 
values.

WICHITA, Kan. - For Linda Petrie, 
going JO work in the morning doesn’t mean 
saying goodbye to her 3 1/2-month-old 
daughter. Amber. Instead, Petrie, owner of 
a Shelter Insurance agency in Kingman, 
Kan., packs up the bal^ and her requisite 
supplies - diapers, wipes, a few toys - and 


takes her to work. 

“There’s never really been an opdon for 
me - 1 am a mother first,” Petrie ^d. “If I 
couldn’t bring her with me. to work, then I 
would not be a working mother.” 

Still, it is an unusual arrangement. 
Thousands of Wichita-area parents drive 
children to day-care centers or other care- 
givers each day, while only a handhil work 


outside the home alongside their kids. 

For most working mothers,.having a 
child with them during the day is not an 
optioa Their employers foibid it, their col- 
leagues protest, or th^ type of work just 
mokes it impossible. 

Liz Baldwin, legal adviser for Florida- 
based La Leche L^gue Internadon^, said 
that although the pracdcc of taking babies 


to work is becoming more common, the 
majority of women who do it are ones who 
coll their own shots in the workplace. 

“You see it more among prof^onals or 
people who own their own businesses, 
where they don’t have to ask anyone’s per- 
mission,” Baldwin said. “Generally, if you 
don’t have a supervisor or punch a clock, 
it’s a little easier to work out.”

When Rebecca Edwards visited 
a kindergarten class on the first 
day of school,' she was amazed to 
sec something she would never 
have nouccd'if she-weren’t look- 
ing for it. 

Edwards, a community educa- 
' • tor at the Parenting Center in Fort 
Worth, Texas, watched parents 
' bring their children into the class- 
room and attempt to calm their 
inevitable .separation anxieties. 
While the parents of some ^Is in 
the classroom lingered to case 
their daughters’ transition, the 
teacher asked the only remaining 
mother of a boy to leave. 

“She-was'more'acceptififf'of— I 

mothers staying with their daugh-' 
ters,”-Edwardssays^ ' ' ' 

As far as Edwards could tell, it 
was a textbook example of what 
psychologist William Pollack 
means when he Writes chat, unlike 
girls, “Boys are pushed to sepa- 
rate frpm their mother premature- 
ly.” The consequences, the 
Harvard Medical S^ool professor 
said, can be trauniadc. 

There is no doubt that society 
. treats boy-s differently than girls, 
just as it treats men differently 
than women.'But a growing cho- 
rus of psychologists and soclolo- . 
^ts is wartdng that our expccta- ' 
dons for boys may be harmful to 
them. 

“Boys today are in serious trou- 
ble," begins Pollack's oft-cited 
book “Real Boys: Resculng-Our 
"Sons From the Myths of 
Boyhood.” Pollack’s asserdons - 
that boys are forced to be too 
independent too soon and are 
sliamcd.inio adhering to a strict, 
tradidonol code of manhood - arc 
shared by numerous experts. 
Many are beginning to spe^ up, 
and parents ore taking note. 

Edwards bought “Real Boys” 
after seeing Pollack interviewed 
on "The Oprah Winfrey Show.” 
Spurred by his message, Edwards 
offered the first “Raising Sons” 

■ class through the Parenting 
Center in September, attracting 
twice os many people as the class 
on raising girls. 

“A lot of people are increasing- 
ly concerned about the kinds of 
messages that we bombard our 
male children and male adoles- 
cents with,” says David Lisak, an 
associate professor of psychology 
at the University of 
Massachusetts-Boston. 
Cumulatively, he notes, those mes- 
sages “have the effect of instilling 
in them the sense that there are 
certain parts of their humanity 
that they really need to disavow.” 
Pollack calls it the "Boy Code”: . 
“a set of bchariors, rules of con- 
duct, cultural shibboleths and 
even a lexicon, that is inculcated 
into boys by our society - from the 
very beginning of a boy’s life.” 
Long before their first day of 
kindergarten, he says. 

. . 'The problem is that thc-code is 
based on “outmoded Ideas of mas- 
culinity,” PoUack writes, induding 
the long-held beliefs that men 
should be emotionally stoic and 
not too sensitive or dependent 
“Boys ore allowed to be coura- 
geous and strong,” says Edwards, 
“but they’re not allowed to be 
feorfid, they’re not allowed to be 
vulnerable, and they’re not even, 
allowed to be some gocxl feelings 
. like gentle and caring.” 

Many people, induding parents 
of boys, argue that “masculine” 
traits are inbred - that their sotis' 
are naturally less inclined to show 
emotions or to want to nurture 
dolls. But numerous gender 
experts contend that most of those 
behaviors are learned and, 
because of that, don’t reflect b^’ 
true nature. 

In a world where men and 
women are becoming equal part- 
ners in the office and at home, 
these professionals say, the pres- 
sure on boys to be “manly” won’t 
serve them well. In fact, they 
argue, it’s already causihg them 
trouble, especially in school. ' 

Boys receive lower grades than 
^Is in every subject except 12th- 
grade physics, they drop out and 
are kicked out of school, more 
often, and they make up the over- 
whelming majority of spedal edu- 
catidn students, according. to 
researchers. Four times as many 
b(^ as ^Is commit suidde.

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Woman tackles 
language to 
increase foreign 
trade chances

TWIN FALLS - It’s hard work. 
International customers didn’t 
fall into her lap. 

Because she strove in 1999 to 
build relationships with new 
Chinese customers, Tamara 
Hamilton-Hamcy expects to see 
her efforts yield orders for insu- 
lation and mulch from her 
Hamilton Manufacturing Inc. 
plant. 

“Year 2000’s going to be my 
year,” said Hamilton-Hamey, the 
Ttvin - Falls manufacturer’s <^ief 
executive officer. 

Hamilton this year will double 
its production of hydroseeding 
mulch, made from recycled 
newspaper. It already has invest- 
ed in most, of -the-nccessary.— 
equipment and will start hiring 
additional workers within 30 
days - first, one or two more 
salespeople, then perhaps five or 
sbe production workers to create 
a second-shift crew. Maybe even 
a third production shift, as prod- 
uct orders roll in. 

“We’ll do more than double 
our size if not triple our size this 
year,” Hamilton-Harncy said. 
Now, she and her husband are 
among Just 10 workers at the 
plant. TheyVe hiring one office 
helper now. 

But Hamilton-Hamcy Is Invest- 
ing on an entirely different front, 
as wejl. 

With language cassettes and a 
private tutor, she's trying to 
leorn endugh' Chinese to talk ' 
about Hamilton’s products, com- ' 
pliment meals served by Chinese 
hosts and talk to customers 
about personal things Iik6 birth- 
days, families, school and work. 

'“I want to be able to have at 
least the skills to conduct some 
business conversation” she said, 
but not to negotiate a contract in 
Chinese. 

She doesn’t expect flawless 
results from herself and she 
won’t attempt to learn Chinese 
writing - but she hopes her 
efforts will show she’s “commit- 
ted to China, committed to try.” 

Her undertaking isn’t merely 
personal enrichment, but a smart 
business decision. Continually 
enhancing her relationships with 
foreign clients should yield 
financial results, she said. 

In fact, the company’s Herb 
Harney told a Kiwanis gathering 
last week, relationships are more 
Important even than price or 
delivering service. 

College of Southern Idaho 
sophomore Devan Howe recently 
started an internship at 
Hamilton, and one of his tasks is 
sorting e-mails, mostly from for- 
eign clients.

Employers must post accident numbers Research station sets workshop 


SEATTLE - Employers with 11 or more 
employees must post, during February, a sum- 
mary of the total number of job-related 
injuries and illnesses which occurred in 1999, 
said, the U.S. xiepartment of Labor’s 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration. 

The summary must remain posted from 
Tuesday through March 1. 

Since 1972, employers have been required 
to post the annual totals of the information 
contained on the right-hand portion of the 
OSHA Form 200, “Log and Summary of 
Occupational Injuries and Illnesses.” The form 
is to be displayed wherever notices to employ- 
ees are usually posted. 

The right-hand portion of the OSHA Form 
200 includes information on type of injury and 
illness, extent and outcome. ITiis information 
alerts employees to possible hazards. Access to 
the entire OSHA Form 200 for an establish- 
ment may be requested employees, former 

employees and their desi^ated 'representa- 
tives, and OSHA offidal& 

Companies with no irijuries and illnesses in 
1999 must post the form with zeros on the total 
line. The person who prepares the annual sum- 
mary must certify that the totals are correct 


and sign the form. 

Employers must make a copy of the summa- 
ry available to employees who move from 
work site to work site, such as construction 
workers, and employees who do not report to 
any fixed establishment on a regular basis. 

Employers with 10 or fewer employees are 
normally exempt from federal OSHA injury 
and illness record keeping and posting 
requirements. Employers in certain statisti- 
cally safe industry groups also are exempt, 
such as certain retail trades; finance, insur- 
ance and real estate; and certain service 
industries. 

Exempted employers may still be selected 
by the Labor Department’s Bureau of Labor 
Statistics to participate in ah annual statistical 
stirvey. All employers covered by OSHA must 
continue to comply with pertinent safety and 
health standards and must report verbally 
within eight hours to the nearest OSHA office 
for all accidents which result in one or more 
fatalities or in the hospitalization of three or 
more employees. After-hours calls to report 
accidents can be made toll free by calling 
(800) 321-OSHA.

Engineering Center at Bouse State 
University was dedicated recently 
during a ceremony that celebrated 
the addition of the 62,720-.square- 
fooi facility to the College of 
Engineering comple.x. 

The four-story building is named 
in honor of Micron Technology. In

With (he bucking of local busi- 
ness and industry and other 
donors, Boise State met the chal- 
lenge to raise S12.S million for (wo 
new engineering buildings, the 
press rclca.se said. The College of 
Engineeririg*s other new building, 
the two-story Harry W. Morrison 
Civil Engineering Building, 
opened last fall. 

The Micron Center joins the 
63,000-square-foot Engineering 
and Tcchnolo^ Building and the 
14,160-squarc-foot Morrison 
Building to form a three-building 
complex to house the civil, electri- 
cal and mechanical engineering 
programs; the construction man- 
agement program; and the instruc- 
tional and performance technolo- 
gy program. Portions of the Larry 
G. Sclland College of Applied 
Technology are also housed in the 
10-year-old Engibeering and 
Tc^nology Building, BSU said. 

^ The new building is the latest in

, College of Engineering. In August, 


the college was notified it had 
. received accreditation from the 
Accreditation Board of 
Engineering and Technology.

This is an opportunity for farm- 
ers and landowners to participate 
in a cost-effective, voluntary {pro- 
gram to improve their land, 
water and wildlife resources and 
lock in a multi-year payment 
based on local rental rates, Rusli 
said. It also provides an opportu- 
nity for participants with con- 
tracts expiring this fall to make a 
new contract offer. 

CRP offers arc evaluated and 
ranked eligible using an 
Environmental Benefits Index, 
based on potential environmen- 
tal benefits gained from land 
enrolled in CRP. Rush encour- 
ages landowners to find out 
about the EBI before the Feb. 11 
deadline and to consult with 
local USDA experts on steps 
available to maximize EBI 
points, thus increasing the 


chances their bids will be 
accepted. 

Producers have the option of 
enrolling the most environmen- 
tally sensitive land under CRP’s 
continuous sign-up program. 
This avoids the highly competi- 
tive EB^ under the general sign- 
up. . 

Relatively small amounts of 
land serving to protect much 
larger areas, such as filter strips, 
riparian buffers and grass water- 
ways, may be enrolled at any 
time. 

The program protects millions 
of acres of topsoil from erosion. 
By reducing water runoff and 
sedimentation, it also protects 
groundwater and helps improve 
the condition of lakes, rivers, 
ponds and streams. 

Acreage enrolled in the CRP 
is planted to resource-conserving 
covers, increasing wildlife popu- 
lation in many parts of Idaho, 
the Idaho State Farm Service 
Agency said.

Wu 'Yonghua, by trading visits, 
gifts, compliments and souvenir 
snapshots. 

Now Hamilton-Harney Is 
spending half an hour or more 
each day listening to Chincse-Ion- 
guage cassettes and repeating 
. sounds; she’s having trouble mak- 
ing her mouth generate four of 
the basic sounds needed to form 
words. A CD-ROM monitors her 
voice pitch, which should modu- 
late to signify different meanings- 
of a single word. 

. This month Hamilton-Homey 
-hired a young Chinese woman 
Ifho has been in the United 
States for two years to tutor her 
every Monday. 

“She tells me when Fm doing 
things right and wrong,” 
Hamilton-Hamey said. So far, the 
businesswoman can properly 
introduce herself, say thank you 
and ask how someone’s doing. 

On a visit to China now, the 
tutor has promised to return with 
■a kindergartner’s writing and 
reading book and a cassette of. 
alphabet songs for her pupU. 


Hamilton-Hamey expects her 
two sons, ages 7 and 9, to get a 
better grasp on the language 
than she will, and she hopes they 
can use the second language to 
broaden their choices in the busi- 
ness world. 

Wu’s daughter, attending a 
California university, talks to 
Hamilton-Hamey by phone sev- 
eral times a week •- arranging 
paperwork for Wu’s upcoming 
visit to Idaho - and always has a 
new word or phrase to teach the 
Twin Falls woman.

Now is the time to look into financial aid for college

High school seniors: If you’re 
bound for college, (he next cou- 
ple of months are key if you want 
help to pay for it. 

It’s time to wade into the finan- 
cial aid maze. Time to get some 
answers to how much help you 
_can.expect.with thosc hef^ col- - 
lege bills. 

There’s no debate that search- 
ing and applying for financial aid 
can be cumtwrsome. In the hunt 
--'to find-scholarships you con 
spend hours filling out applica- 
tions and writing essays to vari- 
' ous benefactors, colleges and gov- 
ernment agencies. ' 

But the good. news is that the 
path to the biggest chunk of col- 
lege financial help doesn’t 
require nearly that much 
research or effort. Fill out a sin- 
gle form known' as FAFSA, the 
Free Application for Federal 
Student Aid, and you open the 
door to federal financial aid pro- 
grams, which account for 75 per- 
cent of all financial aid awarded 
each year in the United States. 
The form also is the first step to 
countless other state' aid and pri- 
vate aid programs, and it’s avail- 
able in your high school guidance 
office or at 

http://www.fafsa.ed.gov on the 
Internet. 

• Getting your FAFSA done soon 
after Jan. 1 will put you in good 
shape with the assortment of gov- 
ernment agencies, colleges and 
other private financial aid pro- 
grams that can offer you help^ 

' Not'all'collegcs have deadlines 
for filing your FAFSA with the 
federal government, but some 
are as early as Feb. 1. Experts say 
getting it done up in January is 
the surest way to guarantee you 
won't be overlooked when the 
money is handed out. 

“Too many people put a scare • 
in people about the FAFSA, that 
it's hard to fill out,’’ said Herm 
Davis of Rockville, Md., a finan- 
cial aid consultant and author of 
College Financial Aid for 
Dummies. "I say get a big Coke 
and just sit down, relax and do - 
it.’’ 

The information you provide 
on tho FAFSA - similar to that 
provided on annual tax forms - is 
plugged into a government for-

mula that says how much your 
family will be expected to con- 
tribute to your college .education 
next year. The amount is dubbed 
the EFC, or “Expected Family 
Contributioii." 

If your family’s contribution is 
lo^v enough, you'll qualify for all 
kinds of federal aid. But states, 
colleges and some private schol. 
arshlp programs also use the fam- 
ily contribution to determine if 
you qualify for any need-based 
aid programs that arc often more 
generous. 

For example, say the govern- 
ment decides your parents can 
contribute S2.000 to your college 
education next year. Tliat doesn’t 
m^n they have that money sit- 
tihg’in the liank somewhere. 
More likely, they will have to 
scrape the money together and 
possibly even borrow. But if 
you’re planning to attend a stale- 
university where tuition is rough- 
ly 52,000 - arc you out of luck? 
Not necessarily. 

The cost of attending a four- 
year state university in Honda is 
closer to 58,000 a year when 
room, board, books and trans- 
portation are added in. And 
that’s what higher education offi- 
cials consider when tlicy decide if 
you are “financially needy.’’ 
Chances arc you would be 
offered some of the range of 
options to help you fill .that 
56,000 gap, from grants or schol- 
arships to low-cost loans you’ll 


have to pay back once you’re out 
of college. 

But it’s a bit of a game, (his 
financial aid process. Say you 
wont to go to Stetson University 
in DeLand, a private school that 
charges nearly 517,000 in tuition 
and where total costs approach 
524,000 annually. Suddenly, you 
would qualify for a lot more 
financial aid to fill the gap 
between your family’s c ontri- 
bution of 52,000 and the price of 
going to college. 

Got it? Basically, much of the 
financial help available for col- 
lege is based on how much it 
cost.s to attend your school. 
Middle-income students who 

qualify for nothing to auenistate 

.schools (where tuition is. subsi- 
dized by tax dollars) can often 
qualify for lots of aid at more 
expensive private schools. 

So why doesn’t everyone pick 
(he expensive schools if tlie help 
is there? 

No. 1, of course, is that differ- 
ent colleges appeal to different 
kinds of people. But the other 
reality of today’s financial aid 
programs is that loans make up 
most of the money available to 
students - money you will have 
to repay once you leave college. 
Hefty loan payments are no- fun 
when you’re trying to .start a 
career that may not pay well . 
right away. With that in mind, 
you also want to look for “free 
money’’ - scholarships and 


grunts that don’t have to be paid 
back. 

' Free money is harder to come 
by. The federal government 
reserves much of its free money 
for the poorest students In the 
form of Pell Grams. Many states, 
including Horida, also have need- 
based grant programs for those 
students. The only application 
needed to tap that money - if you 
qualify as financially needy - is 
to fiU out the FAFSA. 

Blit there is a wide assortment 
of other programs you can tap 
into that will give you free money 
based on other criteria. The most 
popular examples are things such 
as athletic scholarships or top 
sch olar programs. 

And don’t forget Uncle Sam. 
One kind of college aid comes in 
the form of federal income tax 
credits called The' Hope 
Scholarship and Lifelong 
Learning Tax Credits. 

But you or your parents won’t 
see that benefit until after you 
have forked over your**own 
money on college and fUed a tax 
return the following year. For 
example, if you start college in 
fall 2000 and your parents pay for 
part of it, they will claim one of 
the tax credits on the tax return 
due April 15, 2001. 

Right now, you need to focus 
on getting aid that will be in hand 
when you head to college, and 
there is a whole host of other 
money out there for the asking,

according to the experts. The 
challenge is to find it and apply 
for it. That takes work. 

Visit your high school guid- 
ance office where information on 
hundreds of scholarships can be 
found. Use a couple of Internet 
scholarship databases that can 
quickly match your profile with 
. scholarship criteria. But also ask 
any organization you or a family 
member is associated with to sec 
if it gives away money for col- 
lege. Check with your_parenUs._ 
employer, your church, your 
grandparent’s fraternity or soror- 
ity or your aunt’s civic club, for 
example. 

Also contact any college you’re 
considering attending to see if 
you can apply for any scholar- 
ships unique to that school. If you 
know what you want to major in^ 
say chemistry, you should also 
contact that department at each 
college. Individual departments 
often have scholarships or part- 
time jobs reserved that are never 
advertised. 

The good news for the less- 
than-stcUar student: Most schol- 
arships funded through private 
groups or organizations don’t 
require top grade-point averages. 
The No. 1 criterion is usually 


community service of some kind, 
said Linda Downing, Valencia ' 
Community College’s financial 
aid director. And more of those 
awards are targeting middle- 
income families who may not 
qualify for need-based aid but 
soil need some help with college 
costs. 

“Most students like to go for 
just the easy money,’’ Downing 
said. “But the harder the money 
is to get', the better your odds. 
Jlhere’s-going-to be less competi- - 
tionforit.’’ 

A final strategy for students 
who have a marketable talent - ' 
whether it be in athletics, the 
arts or academics - is to consid- 
er colleges where your talents 
will stand out. A high school ' 
football star may not be offered 
a grant at highly competitive 
programs at schools such as the 
University of Florida or Florida 
State University. On the other 
hand, a smaller school may be’ 
willing to offer scholarship • 
money to get him there. A- 
straight-A student may get into 
Harvard or Yale, but she might 
choose a less prestigious school 
where she’ll get a full ride. The 
benefit: No loan payments upon 
graduation. 


College coin has two sides: Institutions seek the best, brightest

'Tis the season when high 
school seniors reach a fever pitch 
of agony over their college appli- 
cations. and parents reach new 
lows of gloom about paying the 
freight, especially if the child is 
looking at oui-of-stalc or private 
institticiuns. 

It is also a dme when some fami- 
- lies go to amazing lengtlis to try to 
ma.'dmize their offspring’s chances 
of gaining admis-sion to the .sdiool 
of their dtoice - even hiring con- 
sultants to help make sure, that 
the application documents pre- 
sent their child in the best possi- 
ble light and that the required 
ess;iys are phrased just so. 

But while families are throwing 
themselve.s on the doorsteps of 
Ivy League and other namc-- 
brand school.?, other colleges are 
locked in a hitter marketing war, 
trying to win the best and the 
brightest away from the Har- 
vards and the Yales. 

The schools in this war include 
not only lusscr-knovm private col- 
leges, which have been fighting 
these buiile.? for years, but also a 
gr.owing number of large public 
universities. These public schools 
ore eager to boost their own pres- 
tige, which helps them gain sup- 
port with taxpayers and legisla- 
tors, ond to help persuade bri^t 
students to stay close to home for 
school and ultimately live- and 
work in the .state. 

It isn’t “limited to smaller, less 


highly regarded colleges,’’ said 
David W. Straus's, a principal of 
Art & Science Group Inc., a 
Baltimore consulting firm that, 
among other things, helps col- 
leges figure out how to improve 
their enrollment. "It has been in 
play in larger private ln.siitutions 
and at one level in public institu- 
tions (before now), and it will 
grow. Public in.stitutions have the 
same dc.sirc to enroll a more 
higlily qualified applicant pool. 

“As more schools have compet- 
ed using aid dollars, the intensity 
of the competition has gone up,’’ 
he said. 

“The other aspect of it is, this is 
not just a use of merit ;iid. It's 
also need-based aid. As the cost 
of college has outstripped family 
income . . . , aid has become a 
competitive tool.’’ 

The scholarships available to 
top students range from .substan- 
tial tuition discounts up to full 
rides plus spending money - ben- 
efits that even cop athletes might 
not get. 

And the new scholarships are 
typically not “need-based,” 
meaning that having a moderate 
or even high family income does 
. not disqualify an applicant. This 
aims them squarely at the middle 
class, .families who find Ivy 
League tuitions tougli to pay but 
may find the aid packages 
offered by those schools short of 
what they think they need. 

For example, the University of 
Arkansas recently sent out fliers 
to 13,000 high school seniors with

At the same time, many col- 
leges, under financial pressure, 
are abandoning “need-blind” 
admissions and instead taking 
ability to pay into account when 


deciding whom to admit. Often 
these schools then use the extra 
revenue supplied by the addition- 
al paying customers to sweeten- 
aid packages offered to their 
brightest applicants. 

Perhaps not surprisingly, 
schools report that the economic 
incentives arc effective. And they 
also say that having a cadre of 
very top students helps attract 
other briglit applicants. 

At Arkansas, enrollment in the 
Honors College, a special pro- 
gram limited to good students, 
has leapt from 200 to 1,005 since 
the advent of the Sturgis pro- 
gram, which was endowed 
through a gift to the school about 
a decade ago, said Suzanne 
McCray, associate director of the 
honors studies program. 

Dallas Martin, president of the 
National Association of Student 
Financial Aid Administrators in 
Washington, said scholarships 
based purely on merit remain a 
much-smaller component of insti- 
tutions’ overall aid but noted that 
studics'ore finding that a higher 
percentage of new aid dollars are 
going into merit-based programs. 

“I think some of this is just try- 
ing to compete with ocher institu- 
tions,” he said, noting enrollment 
of students with higher SAT 
scores will improve the school’s 


profile in many college guides, 
“and chat will attract other stu- 
dents in the future." 

The growth of merit-based aid,' 
especially by public institutions, 
raises important policy questions. . 

Strauss said studies show that 
the families of students at Hagship 
state tmiyersides already tend to 
be better off than the families of 
students at private colleges. 

"If you’re already aiding the 
middle class by using tax dollars 
to bring down die cost of the pub- . 
lie insdnidon," should you be pro- 
viding further subsidies througli 
merit-based aid? he asked. 

And Martin said he hopes dial 
schools will not use so many of 
their resources to woo top stu- 
dents Uiat less-affluent applicants 
suffer. 

“It’s fine to reward people and 
give credit to the best and bright- 
est, but at the same dme I hope 
we don’t go too far and deny aid 
to those who would not go with- 
out financial help,” he said. . 

For top students from middle- 
class ond well-to-do families,, 
though, the trend means a chance . 
to save a lot of money - if they 
choose to. 

“There’s a bidding war going, 
on,” Strauss said, bodi by schools i 
looking for students and by scu- i 
dents shopping their offers 


Overworked school counselors should lobby for themselves

The system has become irra- 
tionaL How many hours of over- 
time are sufficient before a 
school employee can just say no? ' 

A. There’s no disputing that 
many oFthe estimated 89,000 de- 
mentary and secondary school 
guidance counselors today arc 
feeling stretched and over- 
whelmed. According to the 
American Counseling Associa- 
tion, the maximum suggested 
ratio of students to cour^ors is 


250 students for each counselor, 
but the national average is 
almost double that level, ot 561 
students per counselor, according 
to the U.S. Department of Ed- 
ucation and the counseling 
group.

Founder of Vanguard still speaks for every man

VALLEY FORGE, Pa. - John 
' Bogle’s title may have changed 
recently at Vanguard Group, the 
giant mutual fund company he 
founded a quarter of a century 
ago. But his stature as resident 
legend remains firmly intact. 

Young Vanguard employees 
still halt in mldscntcnce to gaze - 
seemingly awestruck - at Ogle’s 
slightly stooped figure as he 
makes his way briskly through 
the employee cafeteria. 

No solitary lunches in execu- 
tive boardrooms, for this lifelong 
maverick. 

After decades of shouting 
longer and louder than anyone in 
support of low-cost, low-mainte- 
nance mutual funds, Bo^c has 
earned his reputation as a fer- 
vent man of the people. 

Indeed, he lists as one of his 
greatest concerns the growing 
. dichotomy between the rich and 
the'poorintheU.S. 

“It scares me to dcoth,” ho 
says. 

A long-standing reputation-for 
being a bit of a curmudgeon is 
promptly debunked, however, os 
he banters cheerfully with Van- 
guard’s cafeteria staff. 

He prefers metal utensils but 
sees only plastic forks upon pur- 
chasing his usual lunch of a green 
salad and a diet Snapplc iced tea. 

Observing Bogle’s obvious 
quandary, a smiling staffer 
behind a large glass counter says, 
“Arc we out of forks, Mr. Bogle? 
Hold on. ril get you one.” 

Laughing sheepishly, he whis- 
to a visitor, “They know Pm 
soinethlng of a nut around here.” 
'Last faU Bogle agreed to step 
down as Vanguard’s senior chair- 
man, an exile imposed on him by 
Vanguard's mandatory retire- 



ment policy for employees who 
turn 70. 

But Bogle, who turned 70 last 
May, did not go gently into that 
good night. His retirement 
turned into a public dispute, and 
he walked away only after 
Vanguard’s board waived the 
retirement policy and, in a concil- 
iatory gesture, asked him to stay. 

A compromise allowed him to . 
keep an office at Vanguard’s 
sprawling campus about 30 miles 
west of Philadelphia, where he 
recently opened shop as presi- 
dent of the Vanguard-sponsored 
Bogle Financial Markets Re- 
.•iearch Center. 

Tlie word retirement was never 
uttered during a recent two-hour 
interview with The Associated 
Press. 

Instead, Bogle surveyed the 
current investment landscape, 
declared the current mania for 
technology stocks a speculative 
bubble, and peered into the 
future of thutuiil funds. 

Not si^risingly. Bogle predict- 
ed that index funds would contin- 
ue to grow in popularity in the 
coming years as investors seek 
less expensive ways to capture 
the soaring valuations of U.S. 
stocks. 

The Vanguard founder is fre- 


quently referred to as the father 
of modem index fund investing, a 
low-cost, low-risk strategy that 
allows investors to track a large 
group of stocks wliile eliminating 
costly management fees charged 
by actively managed funds. 

Index funds merely seek to 
mimic the returns of the broader 
market, while actively managed 
funds seek to beat the market. , 

Since being introduced by 
■Vanguard to a wide audience in 
1976, index fund investing has 
come to dominate the U.S. invest- 
ment landscape. In fact, Van- 
guard’s $103 billion S&P 500 
Index fund is zeroing in on 
Fidelity’s $103.5 billion actively 
managed Magellan for the dtle of 
largest fund in the U.S. 

But imitation is the sinccrcst 
form of flattery, and investors 
can now choose among hundreds 
of low-cost index funds, some 
requiring minimal investments as 
low as $250. 

Bogle said he expects sooUed 
total stock market ind» funds to 
proliferate in the next few years. 
Funds such the Wilshire 5000 
Index, which -> true to its name - 
tracks the performance of 5,000 
stocks, represent the next revolu- 
tion in index fund investing, he 
said. 

Bogle also forecasted changes 
in the methods used by fund 
managers to formulate small-cap- 
italizadon index funds. 

Gii^ the frenzied demand for 
technology stocks, many small- 
cap tech companies arc surging 
quickly into large-cap' territory, 
^gle explained. When that hap- 
pens, small-cap fund managers 
must sell the stock because it no 
longer fits the stated goals of 
their fund. 

The fund is then required to 
pay taxes on the sale, which hurts 
investors because shareholders 


cover such costs. 

More importantly, perhaps, 
Bogle said, small-cap index fund 
investors arc cs.sontiaIly being 
punished when a small stock 
proves too successful and lias to be 
removed from a small-cap fund. 

“I didn’t foresee these things,” 
Bogie said. “They say I can sec 
around comers. Well, this is one 
comer I didn’t see around.” 
Finally, Bogle predicted that 
the number of mutual funds, cur- 
rently at more than 7,500, will 
decline dramatically in the next 
decade, probably by as many as 
1,000, us experimental niche 
funds disappear due to a lack of 
investor interest. 

The investing public won’t 
even notice the shakeout, accord- 
ing to Bogie. “It will be good for 
investors. They won’t have .so 
much clutter to cut tlirougli."

Now we know. 

After months - years even - of 
work and worry, denial and 
dread, we know tliat the Y2K bug . 
didn’t have much of a bite. 

True, there were a few glitches 
here and there. Still more may 
mm up before the final account- 
ing. 

But we can already be certain 
that widespread power outages, 
financial upheavals and weapons 
discharges will not be pan of ilie 
bug’s legacy. 

Some suggest the relative lack 
of system crashes means too 
mudi time and money were spent 
on Y2K, that the matter was ' 

! hyped. . 

Then again, you could reach 
just the opposite condiution from 
the same set of facts. If glitches 
turned up in nuclear power 
plants and military defense sys- 
iems despite massive Y2K reme- 
diation efforts, what might have 
happened if we had ignored the 
problem? 

Yet, in retrospect, the ending 
of the Y2K mystery may turn out • 
to have been the least interesting 
part of the whole affair. Behind 
that mystery is a far more intrigu- 
ing tale of how Y2K became a 
prism, fordng us all to ponder the 
way technology is changing our 
lives. 

Those familiar with how com- 
puters work found themselves 
well positioned to understand the 
Y2K problem and its possible 
impact. 

Even so, there was little agree- 
ment on how big a problem it was 
and how best to manage it. 

. For others, Y2K confirmed that 
computers - and. the networks 
that let those computers talk to. 
one another - have become a 
vital circulatory .system for the 
modem economy. 

S^l others came to realize that * 
computers touch their lives even . 
if tliey never go near a FC. "niey 
may already have known that 
computers run' the airports and 
the banking system. Now they 
also know that computers help 
put the electricity in the wall 
socket, the water in the tap and 
the glxKcries on the supermarket 
shelf. 

We all were changed by the 
Y2K experience. We can never 
go back to blissful ignorance of 
how much we depend on our 
machine.s. 

But what will we do with our 
knowledge? 

Computers are only going to 
become more powerful and 
prevalent in the years to come. 
We’re going to use them more 
and more often, for more and 
more thing.s. 

Y2K is a reminder that comput- 
ers arc only as perfect as the peo- 
ple that make them. , 

Which is to say, they'll never 
be perfect. 
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So we need to make sure our 
computers have manual over- 
rides and backup systems in case 
of failure. 

We need to test our- systems 
and think hard about how they’ll 
be used in the future, as well as 
the present. 

And perhaps most of all, we 
need to better understand what 
we’ve built and how It works. It’s 
simply unacceptable that so 
many important systems in bank- 
ing, nuclear power, the military 
and elsewhere are “black boxes" 
that even their managers don’t 
understand. 

' In short, wc need to get a bet- 
ter handle on complex systems 
that are increasingly running the 
most important functions in our 
society. 

Thanks to Y2K, we’ve just 
invested billions of dollars and 
millions of work hours In this 
quest. We shouldn’t abandon the 
job now. 

John Koskinen, who oversees 
the federal Y2K effort, is talking 
about keeping in place the orga- 
nizations and reporting relation- 
ships that were developed to 
tackle Y2K. 

That’s an idea worth pursuing. 
The Y2K crisis itself may be over, 
but not the need to track what 
our computers arc doiog and 
how. 

We may never have a com- 
plete understanding of every- 
thing our computers arc doing 
for us. ' 

But given the growing power 
of computers over our lives, we 
need to do belter than we have 
thus far. 

After what we’ve just been 
tlirough, ignorance is no longer 
an excuse.

TWIN FALLS - He proposed. 
She said yes. Now how to go 
about setting the date? 

Not everybody you want to be 
there is in town, lliere are dress- 
es to pick out. Then have them 
all fitted. 

“Most of the people I hired 
(for my daughter’s wedding) 
said I needed six month's, and I 
think that’s absolutely the mini- 
mum time to arrange a wed- 
ding,’’ said Sally Horner, a 
-recentmother of the bride. 

There’s a lot to think about 
' before a couple gets married. 

There are bushels of tasks to 
take care of before you can' 
makca wedding happen, and' 
: you’ve got to pay for it aU.'Some 
people wait for that. What time 
of year do you want to take your 
honeymoon? Don’t want to wait 
for thc-travcl agents to have 
everything all booked up. But 
there’s more, even, than that to 
getting married. 

We’re talking about a mar- 
riage here, not just a wedding. 

Two people are coming from 
two different households 'and 
backgrounds living together for 
. the rest of th'eir lives. How much 
time do you need to prepare for 
that? 

“Two factors are involved 
'here,” said the Rev.' Jim Frisbic, 
pastor of the First United 
'Methodist Church. “One, the a£|e 
of the couple; the other, their 
proximity to -one another. Do 
they see a lot of each other?’’ 

Ill other words: How well do 
they know each other? 

“The younger the couple, the 
longer the engagement ought to 
be,” Frisbic said. Or if the happy 
couple lives a long distance from 
one another and don’t see each 
other often, it’s hard to really 
get to know each other living 
like that, and it will take longer. 
Preparation is paramount.- 

“It’s been a lengthy courtship, 
it could be a shorter engage- 
ment, but I’d recommend some 
prc-marital counseling and six 
-months to a year of waiting,” 
said Gayle Parish, a Twin F^ls 
counselor. “We do a lot of thing.s 
we shouldn’t in the name of 
love.” 

“We see a lot of people who 
fall into whatever, start cohabit- 
ing without ever getting to know 
each other, and they’re in trou- 
ble,” Parish said. 

“My understanding is that liv- 
ing together damages their inti- 
macy or their growth in getting 
to know each other,” Frisbic 
agreed. “Living together doesn’t 
help the situation, but actually 
.hinders it. The real purpose for 
■an engagement is for the people 
40 get to know the other person.”. 
; Six months- to two years

^rame, the experts say.

Brides come in all ages and 
sizes. All want dresses that make 
them look and feel beautiful - 
even those who may not have 
blade-thin or ideal silliouettes. 

Gene London suggest an alter- 
native route to finding the per- 
fect bridal dress. 

“Have a dress in which you 
look well copied in an appropri- 
ate fabric," said the New York 
designer. “White with an under- 
tone of pink or another color is 
often more flattering than plain 
white." 

Slimness is the model of femi- 
nism today, so most brides want 
styles that slenderize, adds 
London, whose speciality is 
designing clothing for theatrical 
personalities. 

Balloon sleeves that narrow 
below the elbow make the arms 
look slimmer. A neckline that 
frames the face and dresses ^^ith 
shoulder interest draw attention 
away from a full figure.

It's simple: Many quietly match price 
quotes by mailorder and web dis- 
counters ... If you ask. These no-frills 
discount packages typically offer 20 
to 30 percent discounts if you forgo 
some of the extra perks that shops 
offer (free pressings, gown begs, etc.) 
Tho rub: Most of these discount deals 
are completely unadvertlsed. You . 
have to ask. Also, beware of hidden 
charges that can turn a discount deal 
Into a bum rap. 

□ Check the cUssIffeds. You can find 
some Incredible bargains listed In the 
want-ads of the Sunday nempaper. 
Sometimes weddings are canceled or 
postponed. In other cases, recent 
brides who need extra cash are willing 
to part with their gowns. Most of the 
gowns are In excellent shape; some 
have never been wbm before! Best of 
all, prices are often SO percent or 
more off retail. Of course, you'll need 
to carefully Inspect the gown before 
buying. 

' O CofuJder "custotiHteslgnlflg:'’ If 
you want a^own that costs more than 
- $1,000, consider having a local 
seamstress aeato a copy of the origi- 
nal. Why Is this a money-saving tip? 
Well, first the seamstress can often 
buy the fabric at wholesale (or a dis- 
count from retail). Second, there are 
no'costlyalteratlons-ynurgown Is 
made to fit. Certainly, (he labor cost 
for-an export seamstress can be sub-

Stains should be hand- 
treated, and those from sugar 
need special attention sin^ regu- 
lar dry-cleaning fluid can’t dis- 
solve them.

“The headpieces are really 
expensive." Homer said. 

The lime of year you plan your 
wedding, as well as time of day 
makes a big difference in the 
. amount you spend. ' 

The reception is your biggest 
expense. Probably about half what 
you spend all together. So is it 
going to be in the evening, with a 
sit-down dinner? And drinks? And 
music? Or perhaps an early after- 
noon affair with tea and cake? 

Must you get married on a 
weekend? In the summer? 
Sometimes you can get married 
and honeymoon for less if you’re 
willing to be a little non-tra&don- 
al. Those bakers, photographers 
and wedding dress makers. are 
already booking weekends 
between June and October. It’s 
the “high season" for trav^ too. 
If you can be married any other 
time, you can cut costs easily. 

So who pays for aU this finery? 

“Whoever can afford it," Miller 
said. Although most people stick 
pretty 

closely to the old rules where 
the bride’s family pays for all but 
the couple of things the groom 
picks up, things are changing just 
a little. 

“The groom’s family should 
pick up the rehearsal dinner and 
the bridal bouquet,” Miller said. 


“Etiquette says that the atten- 
dants pay for their own attire, but 
if there are strained relations 
with parents the couples take on 
the expenses themselves. I think 
some people feel th^.should pro- 
vide a place for their out-of-town 
guests to stay, but they only need 
to provide the names and phone 
numbers of local hotels. 
Sometimes if you tell a hotel 
you’ll have 10-20 guests you'll get 
a price break,” Miller said. 

Seems to make sense to sit 
down with everyone, pencil out 
what you know, what you need to 
price, and decide who will cover . 
what so there are no misunder- 
standings or hurt feelings down 
the road. 

All in all, it's a wonderful 
affair. 

“We went with people we 
knew. We didn’t go out and get 
many bids, but decided what we 
wanted from what they offered 
us. There are a lot of talented 
people here In Twin Falls. We 
couldn’t have found better peo- 
ple (to work with) anywhere.”

'• 'Once upon a time, the bridal 
bouquet was a combination of 
garlic, chives, rosemary, bay and 
other strong and potent herbs, all 
• carefully chosen for their special 
pfotective power against witches 
and demons. 

' Certainly kept the guests at a 
distance. 

Nowadays, bridal bouquets are 
often made up of lilies of the val- 
ley, white ort^ds, white roses or 
some other delicate flowers. 

New York party planner and 
florist Valorie Hart’s clients pre- 
fer full arrangements and sea- 
sonable flowers with traditional- 
ly romantic associations, such as 
peonies and lilacs in the spring, 
zinnias in the summer, 
hydrangea in the fall and roses 
ahytime. 

'A monochromatic bouquet is 
another stylish idea. In this type 
of arrangement, many blooms of 
a-singlc flower type are used. 
Another preferred look for the 
bride is the classic white bou-. 
quet. For a cascading bridal bou- 
quet that looks natural, Hart 
often uses ivy, and which doesn’t 
require wiring. 

• '“Overly contemporary and 
ckotic arc out for floral decora- 
tions for a wedding and bridal 
bouquets,” Hart said. 

This doesn’t surprise Maria 
. McBridc-Mallinger. Having flow- 
ers is among the most long-stand- 
ing traditions associated with 
weddings, said McBridc- 
'Mallinger, author of “Bridal 
Flowers” (Ultle Brown). 

Though an expendable item 
for some people today, for many— 
flowers “make” the wedding. 
,They create a naturally festive 
atmosphere and mgrk the occa- 
^on as a special one. 

• “We’ve come a long way from 
carrying aromatic herbs, ”'sald 
Millie Brattcn, editor-in-chief of 
Bride’s magazine. “We know 
from focus groups that choosing 
the flowers for a wedding is the 
next greatest area of interest for 
our readers after dresses.”

’ many Inexpensive and attractive 
Ideas that can be used. • 


Focal points 

The most Important design forthe ser- 
vice Is the one where the marriage 
will be performed and the design or 
designs should be placed near to 
where the bride and groom will be . 
standing together. It's good to create 
a focal point, but also to remember 
to Keep the designs In proportion. . 

. Don't be tempted to surrounded the 
couple In a bower of flowers whlch 
will hide them and the altar from the 
congregation. If, as with arranging 
flowers In church for other occasions. 

It Is remembered that the altar Is the . 
most Important part of Uie place of 
worship, then It will be simplicity. . 
itself to avoid the pitfalls of over- 
enthusiasm. 

Pew end and pillar design 

Pov^nd designs are lovely and add a 
sparkle throughout the church, but 
not for every pew; using alternating or 
every third row Is preferable (You can 
have too. much of a good thing). 

Trailing pieces of pretty Ivies always

Flowers need to be condi- 
tioned and arranged on the day 
before and the day of the wed- 
ding - exactly when time Is 
shortest. A belter idea may be 
to find a professional who has 
imagination and will work with- 
in your budget. 

Work with the seasons. In the 
winter, consider forced bulbs ■ 
such as pots of daffodils for the 
table. Pots of ivy arc easy to

A window design for a winter wedding 
will not hove the very bright sunlight 
to contend with, but another problem 
can arise with dark foliage set 
against a dreary sky.

will create a very chilly feell^ 
Introducing those with Just a warm ' 
flush of the palest peach or pink will 
look absolutely manrelous. 

Making an entrance

It’s also 
feasible to rent some arrange- 
ments or to rent large potted 
plants to fill out the display, 
using a smaller number of pur- 
chased flowers. 

Another way of getting the 
most for your money is to priori- 
tize, selecting one area to empha- 
size - whether it’s the bridal 
party flowers, those for the cere- 
mony or those for the reception. 
For example, instead of having a 
major bouquet that is costly not 
only because of the flowers but 
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because of the time it takes to . 
construct, opt for a less labor- 
intensive idea, such as a bouquet 
containing only a few large flow- 
ers (hydrangeas or peonies, for 
example) or a bouquet of baby's 
breath or sweet peas. 

Brides today sometimes get 
scmimentally attached to their 
bouquets and want to preserve 
them forever by hanging them 
up to dry or by having them pro- 
fessionally frccze-dried. 

The drying process should 
begin right away, before the hon- 
eymoon.. Turn the bouquet 
upside down and hang it in a 
dark, dry place. 

In two weeks, it should be com- 
pletely dry and ready to decorate 
a wall or shelf. 

. If you prefer, cut the fresh 
flowers close to the base and 
'place inside a large book for 
pressing: These can be used to 
decorate pages of a wedding 
album. 

So what do you throw at the 
wedding? Floral designers have 
your covered. 

A throw-away bouquet is some- 
times a miniature version of the 
main bouquet with some dramat- 
ic ribbons attached to it, which 
can be tossed to the crowd, as the 
couple traditionally makes a get- 
away at the end of the reception. 

“People used to ru.sh the bride 
and even tear at pieces of'hcr 
clothing,” Brattcn said. “One 
bride, in a moment of self 
defense, must have tossed her 
bouquet." , 

Here arc some ideas from the 
pros on how to choose a bouquet, 
what to choose and how to make 
-iriookThe best:' " ■ 

• Clip photos - Save pictures of 
bouquets you' like to show the 
potential flower designers. Also 
clip photo.s of bouquets you don’t 
like. 

• Don’t let the bouquet hide 
the bride, or vice versa - Brattcn . 
advises: If you are petite, keep 
the bouquet in proportion. If you 
are tall, don’t carry a tiny one. 

■ For fragrance, gardenias arc 
hard to resist - But remember 
that they arc among the most 
delicate flowers to choose for a 
bridal bouquet. They wither casi- 
ly- 

• Choose roses if you arc really 
determined to preserve your 
bouquet. Floral designers advise 
that roses dty best. 

'■ Schedule delivery of the bou- 


quet carefully. A bouquet deliv- 
ered too early the day of the 
wedding cun be damaged. 

• If you want a bouquet to last 
a little longer, put it in a plastic 
bag and refrigeratp it after the 
wedding is over. One secret of 
longevity that professionals use 
on bouquets is a quick spray of 
Crowning Glory, a preservative 
that scai.s in the moisture and 
helps prevent browning. But not 
forever. 

In essence, flowers arc the ulti- 
mate detail in a wedding, and 
details are getting a lot of brides’ 
attention. 

“Guests are staying late and 
having fun at weddings,” said ' 
Marcy Blum, a New York wed- 
ding consultant and co-author of 
“Weddings for. Dummies,” (IDG 
Books. S19.99). 

“I can’t tell you how many girls 
have come to me worrying, that 
the bridesmaids’ dresses don’t 
match the carpet in the church," 
said Texas florist Lynn Lary 
McLean. “There was a time 
when nobody would have 
thought about visual coherence. 
Consumers arc more educated 
now. They are trained by TV, 
magazines and retail stores with 
great displays." 

Equally popular is taking a 
wedding home, 

The home wedding is appeal- 
ing because it can he quite a bit 
less expensive, but also because 
it’s often warmer and less intimi- 
dating than weddings in hired 
halls. 

Although doing it yourself 
takes more planning, control is 
firmly lodged in your own hands: — 
Tlie downside is that it’s, a lot of 
work. 

Or you can hire a caterer to 
take over the details of planning. 
As the gue.st list rises, the ques- 
tions of how to physically sot up 
the home tu accommodate guests 
and how much it will cost grow 
more pcriiloxlng. 

Professionaljcatcrcrs not only 
can give an estimate of costs. 
They also give advice if it’s feasi- 
ble to hold the wedding at home. 
Sometimes, this means limiting 
the guest list, rearranging the 
furniture or renting a tent. 

Many caterers will do a propos- 
al for free. However, it’s worth . 
paying a fee of $50 or so to have 
a caterer come out and spend a 
few hours to evaluate the site, 
according to Alan Fields, co-

The cake 

Unless Aunt Martha is a world- 
classs pastry chef and has offered 
to. bake her award-winning 
gateau dc marriage for your wed- 
• ding, you need to. rev. up your' 
tastebuds to go cake shopping. 
Or, more precisely, bakery shop- 
ping. Finding a baker is like find- 
ing a caterer - talk to folks who 
work weddings with them, includ- 
ing Horists and photographers. 

But choose carefully > chang- 
ing a throe-tiered cake on no 
notice is a little tougher than 
rearranging the flowers. Be 
equally careful of friends or rela- 
tives who' volunteer to bake your 
cake, but can provide no evi- 
dence that they’ve ever done so 
successfully before. 

The choice you make about the 
cake will have a big impact on 
the final tab for your wedding. 
Wedding cakes cost about S2 per 
serving^ that’.s about 5400 for 150 
guests (assuming some of them 
eat more than one slice). 

Food and drink 

There are vast differences in 
the types of catering available for 
weddings - many couples' fami- 
lies cater the events themselves - 
so again you must, early in the 

process,-d£cide-what_y.ou can • 

afford, where the reception Will 
be held and how many guests will 


be there. 

, Decide too, whether you're 
going CO serve alcohol and in 
what form (it's banned from 
many church buildings). 

Of all the elements of a wed- 
ding, the cost range is greatest 
for food - there’s literally thou- 
sands of dollars' difference 
between a sit-down dinner and 
hors d’oucvres. 

If you’re doing the full-blown 
feast, considering eliciting volun- 
teer help - from relatives or 
members of your church - in 
cooking and serving. 

The music 

Only your checkbook is the 
limit. The range of options 
extends from a CD boom box to a 
deejay to a fuU-blown band. 

Start by deciding how much 
you can afford to .spend, where 
your wedding and reception are 
going to be held, and how many 
guests are invited. 

And remember, you’re buying 
two kinds of music. 

The first, for the ceremony 
itself, is solemn and meaningful. 
The second, for the reception, is 
fun. 

“Music controls the timing of 
the reception,” says Carroll 
Stoner, author of “Weddings for 
Grown-ups” (Chronicle Books, 
514.95). “More than any other 
component, music sets the emo- 
tional tone and the energy level 
for both the ceremony and the 
celebration. Whether you envi- 
sion an intimate, elegant occasion 
.or one where guests dance the 
night away, the style of music 
and type of musicians arc key to 


how your wedding works.” 
Typically, the folks who pro- 
vide the music for wedding cere- 
monies already know the couple 
- they attend the same church, or 
they’re acquainted with the par- 
ents, or they've performed at 
other .weddings that cither the 
couple or their families have 
attended. 

So if you’re in the market for a 
wedding singer or an organ play- 
er, listen CO word-of-mouth. In 
small communities especially, 
these musicians tend to be well 
known. 

But if you're looking for a band 
or a deejay, start with hotels, 
nightclubs, wedding chapels and 
the newspaper - musicians who 
play wedding receptions often 
advcrU.se that faa. 

Don't be shy about a.sking for 
an audition, and once you've cho- 
sen your musicians, settle on a 
price for services. Most perform 
for a flat fee. but a few charge by 
(he hour. 

The photographer 

Any fool can open a shutter at 
a reception; photography - and 
its modem cousin, vidcography - 
is an art form. 

As such, take your time and do 
your homework when you’re hir- 
ing a photographer. Tell him or 
her very specifically what kinds 
of pictures you want. Formal? 
Informal? Candid? Do you want 
him or her to show up at the 
rehearsal dinner? Ihc bachelor 
party? The bridal .shower? 

And understand what you’re 
buying. Photographers generally 
work on a'ilac-fcc,. no-frills basis. 


which inw>Ives paying him or her 
for their time, film and expenses. 
Or they charge you a flat fee, 
including the cost of albums - 
usually one large and two smaller 
books. 

Alternatively, they may work 
by an hourly fee or a flat fee and 
include contact sheets and proofs 
in the price. Under this arrange- 
ment. yob usually contract for a 
specifle number of hours and pay 
extra for overtime. 

It’s important to know whether 
your photographer will charge 
you for cropping and retouching 
photos, what the fee is for addi- 
tional prints, and whether he or 
she retains ownership of the 
proofs - which means that you 
must return them to the photog- 
rapher after you choose the 
images you want. 

For that reason, it's hard to 
ovcrempha.<uzc the importance to 
starting to look for a photograph- 
er early in the process - no later 
ihon nine months before the wed- 
ding. He or she will need to have 
some brainstorming .sc.uions with 
you and your intended, and .scout 
out the site of the wedding. 

The best source for finding 
photographers is recently mar- 
ried couples. They can also give 
you a critical opinion on how tho 
shooter did. 

Invitations 

The invitation is meant to con- 
vey the necessary facts about 
your upcoming ceremony and the 
celebration following. As such, 
it’s the most stylized part of . the 
wedding ritual and the subject of 
endless controversy. 


1. Allow plenty of time to plan. If you 
can allow at least a year to plain your 
wedding, you'll be able to take care 
of all tbe details and still keep your 
sanity. 

2 . Develop • eyatem to help you get 
organized. Use a three-ring binder, a 
shoo box, or a folder with pockets; 
rind some way to keep all your wed- 
ding Information together and orgo- 
nlzed. 

3. Set a realletlo budget. Get every- 
one together who has a part In pr^ng 

' for this event and discuss how formal 
you wont the wedding to bo and what 
you want to Include In the wedding. 

4. Work wItMn your budget. Do your- 
homework and become an'intolllgent 
wedding consumer. Shop around, osk 
Questions and try to get the best 
value for your dollar. 

5. Lesffl to compromise. Some conv 
promise will be necessary to ksep 
costs under control, so be prepared 
to idomify the things that are impor- 
tant to the hvo or you and lot go of 
the little things. 

6. If you get Into an orgumont, lako a 


deep breath and start over. This Is r 
good advice anytime, but the wedding-- 
planning process can be especially ^ 
stressful, Tty to relax and find tho 
humor In eiory situation. , 

7. Only take your mother and one ' v 
friend with you to shop for your gown.-^ 
Tho more opinions you consider, the \ 
more difficult It will be for you to : 
make a final decision. 

8. Make time for recreational activl-, - 
tics that you enjoy. Exercise ond 
recreation can help reduce your 
stress level ond help you stoy -j 
relaxed, yet focused. 

9. Eat rl^t'and get enough sleep.

In a formal sense, the invita- 
tion is an announcement by your 
parents and your spouse-to-be’s 
parents that you're getting ma^ 
ried, even if the folks have noth- 
ing to do with planning or paying 
for the wedding. An invitation is 
not the same thing as an 
announcement: one is a sum- 
mons, the other is news. 

Invitations are very formal in 
form and content.'alihough their 
design allows for considerable 
variation. It always includes an 
R5VP - respondez si'l vous plait, 
in French - which asks the invi- 
tee whether or not he or she will 
be there. 

They go in the mail no sooner 
than eight weeks and no later 
than six weeks before the wed- 
ding. That's a fairly, rigid time 


.schedule, so make sure you order 
them at least three months in 
advance. ' 

An invitation to the wedding 
doesnh mean you’re nccessurilv 
invited to all the other nuptiak 
related events.

Here’s your primer on bachelor/bachelorette parties

Showing up at the church look- 
ing like an outiakc from “Dawn 
of the Dead” just doesn’t cut it 
anymore. 

Still, bachelor - or bacheloreite 
parlies - still have their place; 
they’ve just grown up. 

“Historically, the bachelor' 
party began as a way the towns- 
men could help a prospective 
groom gut all the philandering 
out of his .sy.stcm before he took a 
wife,” writes Teddy Lcnicrman, 
author of “The CompleteTdiot’s 
Guide to a Perfect Wedding” 
(Alpha Books, 517.95). “Some 
grooms prefer something less 
dramatic." 

' “The original bachelor parties 
were thrown by a group of 
unmarried friends to give the 
poor soul about to be incarcerat- 
ed a stipend of drinking money 
for the future, when his new wife 
would make him account for 
every cent,” write Marcy Blum 
and Laura Fisher Kaiser in 
“Weddings for Dummies” (IDG 
Books, 519.99). “Perhaps because 
women have made good on their 
threats to have equally raunchy 
bachclorcttc soirees or because 
many men today have reached a 
higher state of consciousness, this 


kind of primal exhibition has 
become less popular.” 

That’s not to say that there are 
no blondes jumping out of cakes 
or no guys playing air guitar in 
their skivvies at bachelor parties 
anymore, but the occasions have ' 
evolved into something other 
than applied bacchanalia. 

“The bachelor party is a time 
to be crude and rude,” said 
Michael Perry, author of “The 
Groom's Survival Manual” 
(Pocket Books, 58.95). “Going 
bar-hopping or having party in 
your best man’s home arc possi- 
bilities, but what makes an occa- 
sion memorable is doing some- 
thing mindlessly macho and 
excessive and that’s fairly origi- 
nal. A weekend of hunting, an all- 
night drive to Vegas or Atlantic 
City, a camping excursion, or a 
trip to the race track or drag strip 
are excellent options. Higher- 
than-normal-stakcs poker, a - 
wicked game of mud football, a 
ski trip, or a jaunt to every down- 
and-dirty rock ’n roll b«ir in the 
city also make good bachelor par- 
ties. 

"About the only option not 
worth considering is anything 
that could be considered elegant 
or in good taste." 

Bachelor parties (by revered 


tradition, they’re men-only) have 
traditionally included only the 
groom’s friends, but Jt’s appropri- 
ate to invite your prospective 
father-in-law and your brothers- 
in-law-to-be. The event should be 
held in die wedding (but not the 
night) before die wading. 

“Your w'cdding day will be 
stressful enough without balanc- 
ing. a cold compress on your 
head," Perry says. 

“Try to schedule at least a 
week in advance; if the wedding 
takes place on a weekend,” advis- 
es The Knot (http://www.the- - 
knot.com), the online wedding- 
information service. “Schedule 
the shenanigans for the Friday or 
Saturday night before, ciui't get 
everyone together then? Not to 
worry: Scheduling die party up to 
a month before the wedding is 
acceptable. Be sure to send out 
invitations or call invitees at least 
three weeks before ihc.party. 
This way, you’ll be able to avoid 
scheduling conflicts.” 

Bachelor parties are typically 
held in homes or bars or restau- 
rants, and arc presided over by 
the best man. It's important to 
have a grown-up in charge. 

“It's a good thing to be 
extremely foolish and irresponsi- 
ble during your bachelor party. 


but not on the highway,” Perry 
says. “Have someone else do the 
driving.” 

Split costs equally between 
everyone attending the party. 
And don’t forget the camera. 

Bachclorcttc parties have 
much less protocol attached. 

“One of the neatest bachc- 
lorcttc parties I’ve ever heard 
about occurred a few years ago,” 
writes l.cnterman. “The made of 
honor made up a scavenger hum 
for the women in the wedding 
party. I1ic group divided into sev- 
eral carloads and each ^oup was 
given a list of items to find and 
bring back to the host site within 
a certain time limit. Of course, 
there was no alcohol allowed on 
the road, but a couple of bottles 


of champagne awaited the win- 
ners.” 

According to The Knot, virtual- 
ly anyone can host a bachelorette 
party. Often the maid of honor 
and bridesmaids, who arc close to 
the bride, do the honors, but any 
friend, relative (a cousin, for 
example) or even co-workers wjto 
feel the urge cai\ plan this party.” 

Shower guests must all be ' 
invited to the wedding, but this 
isn't necessarily true for bachc- 
lorettc parties. Chances arc that 
most bachelorette party guests - 
who are generally the bride’s 
best gal pals - are wedding 
guests, tOo, but it’s fine to invite 
co-workers or neiglibors who may 
not be invited to a small or out-of- 
town wedding.

Expect second thoughts 
as a wedding approaches

TWIN FAULS - There are cold 
feet, and there is George 
Costanza. 

But just because your toes get 
chilly the week before the wed* 
ding doesn't necessarily mean 
you have a problem with commit- 
ment. 

“That terrifying image of the 
pitch-black abyss waiting to 
swallow you whole popped into 
your head simply because 
thought about the future,” said 
Michael Perry, author of “The 
Groom’s Survival Guide” 
(Pocket Books, $12). “If. you 
want to contemplate a really 
depressing future, think about 
10 years from now, putzing along 
in the single life in the same way 
you are now, but .with more body 
fat and less hair.” 

With woiiicn, it’s more compli- 
cated, said Rita Bigel-Cashcr, 
author of “Bride’s Guide to 
Emotional Survival” (Prima 


Publishing, $14). 

Brides-to-be often fear losing 
their economic freedom,'she said.. 
They don’t think they’ll be a good 
spouse or parent, are afraid life 
were become predictable and 
dull, arc concerned about disap- 
pointing their spouse-to-be, worry 
that their partner will change, 
feel overwhelmed by responsibili- 
ty - and arc concerned that 
tlicy’U never to able to have sex 
. with another partner again. 

Many also dislike being thrust 
into the center of attention dur- 
ing wedding planning. Bigel- 
Casher said, and often feel that 
the whole process has gotten out 
of control. 

In short, they’ve discovered 
that neither impending married 
life nor their partners come with- 
out problems. 

Still, maybe it's not the rela- 
tionship that’s the source of 
^tress. Maybe it’s the wedding. 

“I’m convinced that how cou- 
ples handle wedding planning 


reflects how they will, or will not, 
live happily every after,” said 
Carroll Stoner, author of 
“Weddings for Grown-ups' 
(Chroniric Books, $17.95). 

“The process of getting mar- 
ried is a hassle, just like the 
process of getting a driver’s 
license is a hassle,” Perry said. 
“All those hassles are forgotten in 
your first drive down- an open 
road.” 

“Relationships rarely end 
when honest differences are 
expressed,” Bigel-Casher said. 
“On the contrary, we arc our own 
worst enemy when we fail to 
dearly communicate honest feel- 
ings, emotions and'thou^ts. 

“Left to our own devices, wo 
survive surprisingly well.” 

Her advice for overcoming the 
fog of ambivalence? This too shall 
pass. 

But as George's intended on 
“Seinfeld” discovered to her 
peril, beware cheap wedding invt- 
tadons. 


Weddings on the lam: Thc'‘E’ option

called it eloping. Your travel 
agent calls it a “destination wed- 
ding.’ 

Whatever you call it, getting 
hitched someplace else can enor- 
mously simplify - or great compli- 
cate -your life. 

“Destination weddings usually 
attract fewer guests and you can 
often get more bang for the buck 
in a small town than in a major 
metropolitan area,” write Mary 
Bluiii and Laura Fisher Kaiser,, 
author of “Weddings for 
' Dummies” (IDG Books, $18.99). 
“What’s more, having your wed- 
ding in an exotic location makes it 
all the more memorable. You also ■ 
have the advantage of neutral ter- 
ritory if you’re worried about fam- 
ily fueds or power issues.” 

The downside, Blum says, is 
that such an exercise requires a 


“level of planning that makes D- 
Day look like a trip to the grocery 
store.” 

It is possible, though, to tack a 
wedding onto a honeymoon. 

“Some couples have always 
dreamed of running away and 
getting married somewhere- 
unusual," says Patti Metzinger, a 
Wisconsin wedding consultant 
who writes for the online wed- 
ding service. The Knot 
(http://www.theknot.com). “It’s 
secretive, fun and -adventurous. 
Others can’t afford big-wedding 
'or want to avoid all -the 
headaches involved in planning 
one.” 

And some have little choice. 

“Many couples, faced with 
what they view as insurmount- 
able parental opposition, choose 
to elope,” writes Marjabclle 
Young Stewart in “Your 
Complete Wedding Planner” (St. 
Martin’s Press, $14.95). “But if 


you ^k) this, I hope for your own 
satfes that you will make the 
occasion a festive one. A mar- 
riage is too important to not to 
celebrate. You might try to find a 
derygperson or judge whom you 
know or have some connection 
with to marry you, rather than 
marrying at City Hall. Take along 
some good friends, if possible, 
and be sure to plan a wedding 
celebration afterward - perhaps 
a breakfast or luncheon at ^ur 
favorite restaurant.” 

But if you’re getting married in 
the different area code, an essen- 
tial first stop is a travel agent. 
And if the wedding is elaborate, 
you’re have to deal with an on- 
site wedding consultant. 

“This kind of wedding is not 
usually an option for the must-b& 
invoived-in-cvcry-dctail couple,” 
write Blum and Kaiser. “Be' pre- 
pared to give up major control 
before you commit.”

Identifying the faux 
pas and de rigueur 

Weddings arc among tlic formal 
of social rituals. Some do's and 
don’ts to keep in mind: 

•Tl>e bride- not the groom, not 
his parents, not the bride’s par- 
ents - has Hrst call on the location 
of her wedding. 

•If the bride is pregnant or has 
delivered a child out of wedlock, 
the bride’s pnrenLs - not the bride 
— should send out the wedding 
announcements. White wedding 
gowns are not appropriate, but 
ivory is OK. 

• The groom picks up the travel 
and lodging costs of his out-of- 
•town groomsmen if they can’t pay 
themselves; same for the bride 
with the bridesmaids. That said, 
the bride or groom may make 
reservations on behalf of out-of- 
town guests at local hotels, but the 
guests arc expected to pay their 
own expenses. 

• It’s up to the couple - and not 
the families of tlic couple - to set 
the size of the guest list, and to 
decide who to invite and who not 
to invite. 

• The couple should decide 
when the Briii alcoholic beverage 
is served, if it’s served at all. That 
can be before the ceremony, if 
they clioosc- 

• If you’re toasting at a wedding 
rcceptiom non alcoholic substitute 
beverages should be provide for 
guests who don’t drink. 

• While guests of one religious 
denomination invited to attend a 
wedding of another denomination 
must respect the beliefs of their 
host, they arc not expected to par- 
ticipate in tiicm. 

• Ex-wives and ex-husbands 
should not be invited to their for- 
mer spouse’s remarriage. 

• Every family has disagree- 
ments; some petty, some cata- 
clysmic. None belong at a wed- 
ding. Keep your mouth shut and 
your best smile in place. ' 

• If your prospective spouse 
loves, to regale the crowd with 
“hilarious” anecdotes about your 
parents, nip this habit in tlie bud. 
Such jokes almost always engen- 
der hostility. 

• Never bad-mouth somebody' 
else’s wedding if you’re planning 
one of your own. Reserve unfavor- 
able comparisons for private dis- 
cussions with your fiance, your 
best friend and tight-lipped rela- 


tives. 

• The bride and groom always 
sit at the head table at a formal 
r^pdon. The pa^ts sit at small- 
er tables. Looking toward the 
bride and groom, the seating 
order is, left to ri^t, usher, brides- 
maid, usher, bridesmaid, best 
man, bride, groom, maid of honor, 
usher, bridesmaid, usher, brides- 
maid. 

■ Beepers and cell phones ore out 
of place at a wedding ceremony. 

• Thank-you notes are not 
phoned, published, faxed, e- 
mailed or left on an answering 
machine. They are written, by 
hand, on stationery, and indude 
thanks, a notation of how much 
the bride and groom appreciate 
the spedfic gift, and how happy 
they were to see the guests at the 
wedding, or how much they 
missed seeing the guest who could 
notanend. 

• Once the bride has chosen the 
ring, she doesn’t get to sec it until 
the groom puts it on her finger 
during the wedding ceremony. 

• Although the bride’s parents 
traditionally pay most of the 
majqr wedding expenses, it’s 
appropriate for the groom or his 
family to offer to help finandaBy 
if it’s a big wedding. That’s espe- 
cially true if the guest lists 
includes large numbers , the - 
groom’s family and friends. 

• The notation “RSVP” on a 

wedding announcement means 
the couple expect a prompr reply. 
And once you commit to be a 
guest, you’re obligated to attend 
the ceremony. • 

• Inviting the child of your 
spoUsc to take an important part 
in the' wedding - say, best man - is 
a nice gesture, but make sure it’s 
appropriate. It may leave a child 
feeling guilpr about the ocher par- 
ent. But find kids in a newly 
bl '<nded family some meaningful' 
n j in the wedding; attending os 
gL.:st 9 may alienate them from 
the new family you are forming. 

• The fa^ that it’s your second, 
third or fourth wedding doesn’t 
mean you’re not entitled to the 
full regalia. It may be as formal or 
informal as the couple chooses. 

• You can only have so many 
bridesmaids or groomsmen. For 
those of your friends (or relatives) 
'who don’t make the cut, find them 
mme other meaningful role in the 
wedding - delivering a poem, for 
example, or signing a song. But 
asking someone to hold the guest 
book, hand out escort cards, dou- 
ble-check the seating chart, or . 


some other “plum” asslr^tnient 
may seem like you’re an<:mpting

. keep them from feeling).dt out 

• Invited guests shorn J arrive at ' 
a we()ding 15 to 20 mir utes early, 
Once there, they mus wait until 
they are seated by an usher. 
Guests should not eat them- 
selves. 

• Hie bride and the 900 m must 
offer guests at the we< Idiog recep- 
tion something to ea and some- 
thing to drink. Cake : nd punch - 
or bread and water - will do the 
trick. 

• It's unacceptable f ir a guest at 
a wedding reception - or. a mem- 
ber of the wedding party - to 
drink so much that he ir she is out 
of control or disrupi ve. Ribald 
behavior and two-fi: ted elbow- 
bending belong at the bachelor 
party. , 

• By all means, writ< your own 
vows if you wish - but .:eep them 
brief, serious and appro) date; 

• Don’t mm guests Inn photog- 
raphers. If you wont shots hesid^ 
those your photographer *akes, 
ask guests who actually know how . 
to take pictures to' do so and send 
you the developed film later, at 
your expense. 

• Ask the hoh or hostess of the 
bachclor/bachelorcttc to invite the 
prospective in-laws to the bache- 
lor party. If it would make those 

, folks blanch, perhaps you should 
'^-suggest an alternative form of 
merry-making." 

• Weddings occasionally are 
canceled; more often they’re post- 
poned. If it’s called off after the 
invitations are sent, then follow- 
up notes must be sent to the 
guests informing them of the 
change. No further information 
need be provided. 

If gifts have already been 
received, they must be returned 
immediately. Guests who bought - 
non-refundablc airliiie tickets or- 
bridesmaids who spent money on 
gowns should be reimbursed. - ’ 

If the wedding is rescheduled, 
all of the original guests are noti- 
fied of the new date with an 
added note referring to the former 
date so there is no confusion.

But all of those rules have 
become a lot more flexible latdy. 

“A shower should be fun as a 
party, not just a way to give 
gifts," says Ginny Hopkins, 
author of “The Bride's Book of 
Showers" (Grosset & Dunlap, 
$5.95). 

The key to that seems be mak- 
ing the occasion more like a bash 
and less like a ritual. 

“You con turn any showers into 
sunshine if you’re willing to do 
something a bit different,” write 
Sharon DIugosch and Florence 
Nelson, authors of “Bridal 
Showers: 50 Great Ideas for a 
Perfect Shower” (Putnam, $6.95). 

DIugosch and Nelson counsel 
less attention on structure and 


more on spontaneity. And they 
offer a few ideas: 

• Show-me showers: Pick (well 
in advance) a guest with a special 
talent that can easily be shared 
with strangers - cak^ccorating, 
crafts, gourmet cooking - and ask 
her to hold a short how-to session. 

• Shower-on-a-shoestring. A 
potluck dinner after which the 
bride-to-be gets to keep the pot. 
After the food is served, every- 
one joins in to wa^ and dry the 
food containers, which then go to 
the bride along with the recipe 
that was used to prepare whatev- 
er the dish contained. ' 

• Wine-and-checse tasting . 
shower. Brie-ond-merlot and chat. 
The (ormat involves each guest 
bringing two bottles of the same 
wine. One i.s gift-wrapped, with a 
card attached! the other is used 
in the wine-tasting. And yes, 
there’s swishing, spitting, cleans^ 
ing (he palate and toasting 
involved. 

• Sunday-go-(o-mecting shower. 
Essentially, a shower, held at the 
church, after Sunday services, 
with men invited. In different 
variations, the guests collectively 
.affirm, or sing, to the couple, aU 
followed by a buffet lunch. 

• Pounding party shower. A 
variation on the old custom of 
greeting a new preacher to town 
with a pound of sugar and a 
pound of nails. The contemporary 

idea is to give the bride-to-be a 

pound of something with.a tool it 

. can be used with - for example, a 
pound of semolina flour with a 
pasta maker, a pound of mixed 
nuts with a nutcracker and a 


dish, or a pound of note paper, 
and a set of pens. 

The gift is always accompanied 
by a short, fun-filled verse that 
explains how the gift is to be used 
(“Think pasta-tivcly and have a 
happy marriage") 

■ • Home-from-thc-honoymoon 
shower. Given os'a surprise party 
immediately after the honey- 
moon, it’s appeal is a home- 
cooked meal and a chance to 
greet friends and family. The cou- 
ple brings their wedding photo 
proofs, the bride’s parents bring 
their kid pictures, friends-bring •• 
snapshot albums and liigh scliool 
yearbooks. 

Blum and Kaiser offer two 
more contemporary ideas: 

• Interactive shower. Put 
together balanced, co-ed teams 
for a volleyball, softball or touch 
football game. Or have a modem 
barn-raising by chipping in for 
some funky furniture for the cou- 
ple - a couple of end tables, a cof- 
fee table for example - and 
spend an afternoon sanding, 
staining and stenciling as a col- 
lective gift. Accompany with fin- 
ger foods, beer and wine. 

• Progressive dinner shower. 

The host borrows - or rents - a 
mini-van to take everyone to a 
different restaurant for each 
course. Gifts are sent ahead of 
time to tlic last stop, where they 

are opened.

And some brides opt for a no- 
gift option: the prenuptial party. 
— “Thcse'frankly'fetnale parties 
are usually more formal than 
many of the showers, and invita- 
tions are sent only to relatives 
an4jfriends" Hopkins says. 
“Since tliey are 0ven just before 
the wedding, careful scheduling 
is necessary to avoid conflict with 
other pre-wedding fesdvidcs.” 

. Teas, luncheons and brunches 
arc popular formats for no-gifts 
pre-nup parties, with some intc^ 
csting variadons. 

One is called a spinster dinner 
- sort of a dry, well-behaved 
bachelorctte basil. 

“Two or three nights before the 
wedding, get the bride’s wedding 
attendants and other close 
friends together for a last 
gabfest,” Hopkins writes. “Serve -

' "Some came off better than oth- 
ers. 

“It’s as easy- as K-I-S-S,” says 
' Teddy Lenderman, author of “The 
"Complete Idiot’s Guide to the 
Perfect Wedding” (Alpha Books, 
$17.95). “Keep it simple, sweede. 
Adding one or two unique fea- 
— tures-toTr,servlce~js prblJaHly 
enough. You don’t want guests so 
overwhelmed by the individuality 
of the service that they lose track 
of what’s really taking place.” 

V “What can you say that hasn’t 
' been said before?” ask Marcy 
'Blum and Laura Fisher Kaiser in 
'“Weddings for Dummies” (IDG 
Books, $19.99). “After all, haven't 
poets been writing about love for 
eons?” 

“Couples who wish to write 
their own vows entirely must do so 
with the help and approach of the 
clergyman, who should also be 
able to guide them,” says 
,Marjabelle Young Stewart, author 
of “Your Complete Wedding 
■planner” (St. Martin’s Press, 
$14.95). 

Standard vows are making some- 
thing of a comeback, to the unal- 
loyed delight of neo-tradidonali^s. 


“Using tradidonol vows doesn’t 
make you less committed, or 
mean you're less creative,” says 
Danielle Qoro, author of “How to 
Have the Wedding You Want 
(Not tbe One Everybody Else 
Wants You to Have),” Berkley 
- Books ($12).-“Thpre’s a certain - 
romance to the simple and famil- 
iar words used for millennia to 
signify a union between two peo- 
ple. And there are very found 
arguments against some types of 
self -composed vows.” 

• “Many couples wish simply to 
h ave a s p ecial re ading as part of 
the wedding ceremony,” Stewart 
writes. 

That’s just fine with Carroll 
Stoner, author of “Weddings for 
Grown-ups” (Chronicle Books. 
$14.95) 

“A secular ceremony can 
become somewhat religious in 
feeling, or a highly religious cere- 
mony can have a more tempered 
tone,” she said. 

According to Stoner, readings 
usttally fall into three categories. 

• Scriptural readings about 
love, marriage and the namre of 
joy and happiness. 

‘ • Classical selections of poetry 
or prose with similar themes, or 
contemporary poetry or prose 
with psychological insights and 
philosophical ruminations about 
the nature of the marriage bond. 

• Original poetry or prose. 

“The subjects most often 


reflected on are the nature of 
love, friendship, family, joy and 
happiness, and community and 
continuity, and the importance of 
every marriage,” Stoner writes. 
“On a more psychological level, - 
the importance of forgiveness, 

- -understahding-and a u^ngne» 
to compromise are good topics.” 

Good enough, maybe, to tackle 
yourself? 

“Even if the words are already 
out there, they haven’t been said 
by you,” Blum and Kaiser allow. 

Fact is, more than half of mar- - 
ried co uple s now de part least 
somewhat from the script of’the” • 
familiar “Dearly Beloved ...,” cer- 
emony that passed down.from the 
Chur^ of England into dvil and 
religious usage in the United 
States. 

if you’re up. for authorship, 
Blum and Kaiser advise starting 
by making a list of all the words 
^at describe your intended, why 
you fell in love with this person, 

.. and what your hopes. are for the 
future. 

Keep a notebook or journal for 
jotting down bits of poetry, song 
lyrics of movie scenes tiiat strike 
a chord in you or that have been 
floating around for ages. 

“Think about the people 
around you,” they say. “Include 
your children. Incotporate a ritual 
or poem from your ethnic her- 
itage.” 

“After you start putting togeth- 


cr your thoughts, keep your vows 
upbeat and positive. Avoid any- 
thing maudlin. 

Bin^o. 

“Onginal poetry is fraught with 
the peril of sounding hopelessly 
amateur or overly sentimental,” 
Stoner observes. 

Fair enough, but what do you 
say? It’s your call, but it’s impor- 
tant to remember than when 
you’re writing vow^ you’re also 
setting the tone of wedding. And 
the ceremony should contain 
three elements, says Daphne 
Rose Kingma, author of 
-“Weddings from the Heart” 
(Conari Press, $9.95): 

“Something about your rela- 
tionship. Who are you and your 
spouse-to-be? What do you dunk? 
How do you feel? 

“Something about marriage. 
Wliat does it mean to the two of 
you? ■ 

“Something about your style, 
your view of the world and your 
place in it. “A theatrical perfor- 
mance, an intimate conversation, 
a religious rituq], a carnival or fes- 
tival, a gathering of clans, a for- 
mal.sod^ event?.^ 

And remember, this isn’t a 
speech contest. 

“Remember that you want to 
create a dialogue,’.’ Blum and 
Kaiser say. “Not two mono- 
logues.” 

Whatever you do, resist the 
temptation to preach, Kingma 


S InCtat mi nadlng are two sim- 
ple ways to make your wedding 
ceremony more personal: 

□ Provided the bride or groom, ora 
membw of wedding party, can sing, It 
can be a spontaneous or planned 
addition to the wedding. Some cou- 
ples sing to each other. One father 
song 'Climb Every Mountain’ to his 
.daughter after ho escorted her down 
the aisle. Somo couples add chimes, 
or a bell choir to their traditional wed- 
ding music.

lar enough toast in “Three 
AVeddings and a Funeral” to cap- 
ture Andie MacDowell’s heart, 
and Jason Alexander, whose 
expletive-laced best man’s mono- 
logue on “Seinfeld” caused the 
fatiier of the bride to put him in a 
headlock, there’s a proper sendoff 
for any couple. 

But wedding toasts require a 
modicum of good humor, a mea- 
sure of subtlety - and a lot qf 
practice. 

“It should be well rehearsed, 
tasteful, meaningful and concise,” - 
write Sharon Capen Cook and 
Elizabeth Gale in “A Personal 
Wedding Planner” (Adams, $20). . 
“The best man may also propose 
a toast to the newlyweds’ families, 
particularly their parents.” 

Ahhh, careful. 

“Your groom thanks (the best 
man) and offers a toast to his new 
bride. After that, it’s an open 
floor (anyone can offer a toast,)” 
said Teddy Lenderman, author of 
“The Complete Idiot’s Guide to 
the Perfect Wedding” (Alpha 
Books, $17.95) 

If that sounds like a redpe for 
elopement, it’s actually not that 
dangerous.

I Good reception 


Tipi on nuMng Uw reception go 
smoothly: 

□ If It’s a big reception, consider 
desigoating a host or hostess - 
somebody organized, willing to take 
charge artd capable of moving things 
along smoothly. . 

□ If the reception and the wedding 
will bo held at separate locations, 
you will need to provide good dlrec' 

between an embarrassing, smm- 
bling toast and a memorable 
moment for the happy couple of 
which the orator con be proud. 

For anyone attempting to 
speak at' a reception, the hardest 
part is the bc^nning. Humor is a 
great icebreaker, but not every- 
body can pull it off in a noisy 
reception hall full of chatty, 
milling people. 

“Watch out for toasts that arc 
too funny," says Michael R. 
Perry, author of “The Groom’s 
Survival Manual” (Pocket Books, 
ri2). “Living os we ore amid the 
great irony epidemic, every guy 
across the nation thinks he can be 
David LeCterman. Self-deprecat- 
ing humor may be appropriate for 
late-night television, but when 
you’re making a toast,'you should 
be expressing a genuine, heartfelt 
emotion, not telling stupid jokes.” 


tions. One way Is to Include them In 
the ceremony program. Or have the 
ushers hand out directions to'the 
guests as they leave the wddding. 

□ Sot up the gift table neor the door 
of the reception venue. That way 
guests won't have to wartder around 
carrying packages.

KISS - Keep It Short and 
Simple -'is a reliable method, 
plus you can always lift some 
famous lines from notable orators 
and writers. “Just happens to bo 
appropriate for this couple” cre- 
ates a nice platform or wrap-up 
for the speech. 

Marcy Blum and Laura Fisher 
Kaiser, authors of “Weddings for 
Dummies” (IDG Books, $19.99), 
offer the following tips: 

• Nominate someone, to act os 
master of ceremonies to introduce 
each toaster. You want someone 
who is witty, wise and capable of 
gently giving long-winded toast- 
ers the hook. Having a stentorian 
■ voice doesn’t hurt either. 

• Tell the toasters they’ve got 


the job several weeks in advance 
so they have time to do their 
homework. 

• Be thoughtful about whom 
you choose to propose toasts. 
Someone who’s a good speaker 
but not very close to you might be 
preferable to your mumbling 
brother-in-law. 

• Specify, that the toasts must 
be short and sweet. Anything 
longer than three or four minutes 
belongs at a coronation, not a 
wedding reception. 

• Be clear about the tone you 
expect. Inside jokes or privote 
anecdotes may te lost on many of 
the guests. 

• The person making the toast 
should'go to the front of the room 
and face the crowd. The emcee 
then introduces the. speaker and 
demonstrate how to use the 
miaophone. 

• Eiglit toasters is plenty; more 
than that, and you’ll hear the dis- 
tinct'sound of snoring. 

If you're the groom, you sit the 
first round of toasts out, and then 
' you propose a toast to the bride. 

“(3ush,’’ Perry said, “in most 
other situations in your life, 
you’re expected to speak mod- 
esty, in careful, hedged terms. But 
this Is your new wife, so you’ll 
appear sweet, sensitive and lov- 
ing if you fill your toast with 
superlatives."

The first is.suc, which has just 
hit newsstands, tries to reflect 
that perspective with features 
and advice all along the fateful 
timeline. For the Groom wants to 
help you choose your best man, 
gut along with her family, put the 
wedding on the Web and keep 
communicating after you’re mar- 
ried. 

There are some items that 
would feel at home in a fancy 
bridal magazine - what to wear, 
hot honeymoon spots. But some 
items definitely wouldn’t - what 


to wear to the bachelor party (the 
photos feature a skimpily attired 
entertainer) and, horror of hor- 
rors, eloping to Las Vegas. 

And no editor who mentions 
Maxim and Men’s Health as his 
role models can forget the sexual 
angle: For the Groom includes

. night and keeping that flat stom- 


ach after you’ve ded the knot. 

“We arc definitely pro the 
institution of marriage, but we 
want to talk about the tssbes the 
groom is facing,” Knickerbocker 
says. “Our problem now is we 
don’t have enough pages for all 
the topics we want to cover. 
These people arc hungry for 
information.”

Figure 1 1/3 servings for each 
woman who attends a wedding 
riiowcr. If you figure a serving is 
one hamburger, one chicken 
breast, one cup of pasta with 
sauce, and so on, and you plan 1 
•1/3 servings per person,' you will 
hit it about perfect. 

. If you ore serving cold cuts or 
a bo^t, you'd want to roughly 
calculate 3 ounces of meat per 
person and 1 1/2 servings of 
bread. 

If you are serving just-canapes 
and deli plates with carrot sticks- 
and other finger food, you can 
probably figure on about 1 1/2 
cups of food, loosely chopped, 
per person, l^is will give you a 


bit extra, but that’s easy to fig- 
ure. 

For instance, if you can fit one 
cup of taquito, a few nuts, three 
carrot sticks, and two cherry 
tomatoes in 1 1/2 cups, you’ve got 
it about right. 

People eat less in the summer 
and at certain times of the day. If 
you’ve everTieen to a buffet, you 
. may have noticed that the cheap, 
bulky items are always put first, 
before the meats and expensive 
stuff. You can set up your own 
line the same way - put the pasta 
and green a'nd fruit salads at the 
beginning of the line and the 
meats later. 

People, c.spccially women, eat 


less in public than they might at 
home, so you can count on that 
too. Nobody’s likely to waddle 
away from your buffet with two 
full plates of chow. 

' For the cake, plan on everyone 
taking one piece and there still 
being a few slices left over. 

For beverages, a general rule 
of thumb is' two cups of liquid 
per person per hour. If we’re 
talking alcohol, it changes, of 
course, depending on the poten- 
cy. Two beers in an hour may be . 
reasonable, but so would 3 
ounces of a strong liqueur.

■n\TN FALLS - There's some- 
thing ironic about the fact that in 
a countr\’ where two-fifths of 
brides play the part more the 
once, the most controversial 
question is still whether they

""^G-MpJes who remarry)'have 
alroads' jKvumulated many of the 
puule pieces of life," says 
Marjorie Engle, author of 
'Weddings for Complicated 
Families" iMr. l\y Press. S14.9S.) 
'You may wish j*ou could ignore 
the past, but the post never stays 
put where you might think it 
belongs." 

More than 600,000 Americans 
got married again in 1996, the 
last year for which statistics arc 
available, and the trend toward 
retread romance is accelerating 
along with the median age of the 
population. 

At least half of all remarriages 
involved both a man and a 
woman ^^'ho have been divorced 
. from their, previous mates, 
according to George W. Knight, 
author of “The Second Marriage 
Guidebook” (JM Publications, 
S9.9S): They're older, wiser, prob- 
ably wealthier and have some 
practical uxperience'in handhng 
relationships. — ^ - 

Trouble is, there’s not much 
difference in the divorce rate of 
first and second marriages. *That’s 
. largely because - good intentions 
aside - there arc complications. 

“Two divorced people are more ■ ' 

* likely to have children from each 

• of their previous unions,” Knight 
said. “If. each has custody of their 
children, this could cause over- 
crowding of their household, as 
well as extra financial burden. 
Even if they don’t have all their 
children together under the* same 
rcxif, the husband may be making .

“That may mean you approach 
the altar in full wedding-regalia— ^ 
lace, tulle, white tie, tails - or 
skip the traditional wedding 
hoopla in favor of an understand 
luncheon.”

You can pick yoiu* friends, and 
you can pick your clothes, but 
you can’t pick the clothes you 
wear in your friend's wedding. By - 
the time you’ve squealed “Of 
course I’ll be yoiu- bridesmaid!” it 
may be too late. The bride may, 
attempt to put you in some puffy- 
sleeved, kelly green, satin-and- 
lacc confection (Designs by 
Satan) that makes you look pal- 
lid, plump, and scxlcs.s. 

Here are some dos, don’ts, and 
basic truths consider when choos- 
ing your bride.sm.iids’ dresses: 

• Do try .to find a style and 
color that is nattering to the dif- 
ferent sizes and skin tones of 
your bridesmaids. 

• Do "try to keep the price at 
something that everyone can 
afford. $200 is a good figure to 
keep in mind, but if you can do it 
for less, everyone will be happier. 

• Do consider letting your 
bridesmaids to wear clothing of 
their own choice. What you lose 
in uniformity will be made up for 
in comfort and happiness, which 
will be apparent in the Way they 
carry themselves and smile. A 
variation on this theme is to let 
them wear dresses of their own 
choosing as long as they arc a cer- 
tain color. 

• Do think about suits (jackets 
over dresses or jackets and 
skirts), slipdrcsscs, and sheath 
dresses, all of which arc extreme- 
ly rcwcarablc as well as fashion- 
able. 

• Do consider dress . length: 
Formal and semiformal weddings 
call for long, ballerina-length, or 
tea-length drcs.sc.s. At an informal

Most men receive, 
wedding bands 

Many brides and grooms feel 
that the emotional significance of 
a diamond should be a shared 
experience, so more than more 
brides ate choosing to “give the 
moment back" to their grooms by 
presenting them with diamond 
wedding bonds. 

Currently, 90 percent of mar- 
ried men receive wedding bands; 
of those, 20 percent arc diamond 
wedding bands, a number that 
has been increasing steadily in 
recent years. The variety of 
designs of men’s diamond wed- 
ding bands - and the fashion 
trends that have made men’s jew- 
elry as a whole more popular - 
are also contributing factors to 
new prominence of the “return" 
diamond ring for men. 

In. Japan., the “love diamond" 
(as the return gift is called there) 
is usually a diamond tic-tack. 
Recent market research indi- 
cates that American men are 
somewhat more sentimental: 
Tliey want to wear their “gifrof- 
love” every day, and on them- 
selves rather than an article of 
clothing.

Sure, they're all beautiful, but 
they're beautiful in unique ways. 
Consider body types - if one’s 
voluptuous, another’s rail-thin 
and yet another is tiny and boy- 
ish; you can’t wedge them all 
into something skin-tight or 
cleavage-revealing. Very few fig- 
ures arc flattered by a big old 
contrasting-color bow on the 
butt or hundreds of tiny, balloon- 
ing pleats. Simple, elegant 
designs arc the most flattering to 
all figures; 

• Not everyone looks good in 
seafoam green, sweetie. Perhaps 
you have your wedding colors in 
mind, but arc these really colors 


you would ask your friends to 
wrap themselves in? Be careful 
about colors that rarely occur in 
nature, or only on football uni- 
^ forms. 

Remember,' some colors arc 
tbuly neutral - navy blue and 
even black are gdod choices for 
formal weddings. 

• Your friends aren’t filthy 
rich. They don’t buy dresses that 
look terrible on them and toss 
them out after one occasion, just 
for lauglis. Think about dresses 
they could REALLY wear again. 

• Above all, you want your 
friends to like you before, during, 
and after the ceremony. 

Now all you have to do is find 
something in the most flattering 
cut and color, at the most reason- 
able price, that your bridesmaids 
will be able to wear agair). Hey, 
how hard can that be?

In a wedding? Know your duties

The bride 

• Qioose the style, date and place 
of your wedding and recepdon. 

• Make a guest list, order the 
invitations and enclosure cards, 
as well as thank-you cards. 

.• Decide on your wedding 
gown. 

• Choose your attendants. . 

The groom 

• Make your guest list and 
; choo.se your best man, Ushers, 

. and chouse what they will wear. 

•• • Get the marriage license and

• Arrange the honeymoon trip. 

; Plan for transportation, hotel 
■ reservations and schedules. 

: • Arrange for out-of-town guest 

; accommodations. 

• Help your parents plan the 
! rehearsal dinner. 

- • Talk to the clergyman. 

• Select the rings. This is a 
vgood time for Itmchbs and tlin- 
; ners with your bride. 

^ • Buy gifts for best man and 
: usher.s. 

• Meet with your best man and 
. make certain of Ids duties. 

; • Pick up marriage license with 
• your bride. 

. • Plan to pay the clergyman, or 
give the money to your best man. 

• Show up at the church at lo.ist 
45 minutes before the wedding. 

Maid/matron of honor 

(The bride may have one of 
each. She sees that everything is 
. going smoothly.) 

• She comforts the bride. 

• She bolds the bride's bouquet 
during the ceremony and keeps 

i the groom’s ring as well. 

• Her main function is to see 
that the bride is happy and that 
the rest of the bridesmaids are 
properly dressed and at the 
church on time. ' 

• She is one of the two official 
witnesses to sign the marritige 
ccnificaic. 

i • She makes sure the bride gels 
isomeihing to eat. The main rea- 
,son people pass out during wed- 
ding ceremonies i.s no food in 
iheir stomach; the second reason 
Is locking the knees. 

[Best man 

; (In olden days a groom would 
^Icci a close friend <if his who was 
cupposed to stand guard in case 
'some old suitor of the bride or 
Xompciiior would try to steal the 
■bride awiiy before the ceremony 
Iwasover. lie stood by the grtwin

• Today, he is the master of cer- 
emonies and toastmaster at the 
reception, as well as personal 
valet and adviser to the ^oom. 

• He makes sure the groom is 
properly dressed and at the 
duirch on time. 

• He takes .charge of the mar- 
riage license (whidi he signs) and 
the bride’s wedding ring'.' 

• He takes the minister’s and 
organist’s fees from the groom 
and presents it to the dergyman 
in a sealed envelope at the first 
opportune moment. 

• He supervises the ushers, 
making sure they are properly 
dressed and thoroughly briefed 
and at the ceremony site on time. 

• He makes toasts that wish for 
health, happines.s and prosperity. 
He makes announcements and 
imruduction.s. 

• He makes sure the reception 
runs smoothly and that no practi- 
cal jokes are played on the bride 
and groom. 

Bridesmaids 

(You can choose anyone you 
want to fill this role, though it is 
customary to ask your closest 
friends and relatives of approxi- 
mate age. Girls ranging in age 
from 11 to 16 can be junior 
bridesmaids. They’re often rela- 
tives from the groom’s family - 
his sister or a favorite cousin is 
invited as a bridesmaid.) 

• They can run errands, 
addrc.ss envelopes, help the bride 
in small ways. They’re invited to 
all pre-wedding parties and may 
give one if they wish. 

• Bridesmaids are responsible 
for assembling and paying for 
their own wedding outfits and 
other expenses except the fiowers. 

Ushers 

• They escort guests as they 
arrive and leave, and like the 
bridesmaids, should show con- 
cern for the guests. As a rule, 
allow one usher per -10 guests. 

• Before the ceremony, they 
should be at the cluircb 45 min- 
utes before the wedding, unless 

, 'the nupiitils have fewer than 50 
invited guest.s. In that case, a half- 
hour in advance is plenty of time. 

• If there are candles to be 
lighted, do so just before the 
guests start arriving, beginning 
with altar candle.s. 

• Ask each female guest, “Are 
you a friend or a relative?’’ Next, 
they ask, “Of the bride or 
groom?’’ Then an usher offers his 
right arm to the lady, holding liis 
hand loosely across his chest and 
escorts her to the proper place. If 
she is accompanied by a man, the 
usher asks him to fallow them. 

• An unaccompanied man is 
mrcly ushered to a .seat, but sliould 
1)0 directed to the pmper place. 

• An usher is never stiff In 


manner, but smiles and chats 
with the guests as he ushers 
them, and then pauses for a 
moment at the end of the pew 
while the guests arc being seated. 

• If two or more women arrive 
together, the usher offers his arm 
to the nearest or eldest and asks 
the others to follow behind. 

.• If anyone seems embarra.ssed 
or refu.ses to take the usher’s arm 
after obviously being offered it, 
the uslier should ignore the whole 
matter and just ask her to follow. 

• If a guest doesn’t want an 
escort and wants to find his or 
her own seat, that’s OK - provid- 
ed he or she doesn't take scats 

■ reserved for relatives of the bride • 
and groom. 

The ceremony 

■ Grandparents arc ushered in 
ju.si before mothers. 

• Tlie groom’s mother is escort- 

, ed to the first pew on the ri^it, ■ 
with the groom’s father following. 

• The bride's mother is escort- 
ed to the first pew on the lefi; no, 
more guests are ushered in after ■ 
she is seated. 

• Latecomers may use the side 
aisles and be direaed by die ushers. ■' 

• After the second solo musical ' 
number, a white runner is usually 
laid along tlic aisle. 

• The head usher signals the 
(irganist. 

• Ushers go down the center 
aisle in pairs or in single file and 
take their appointed places. 

• After the introductory 
melody of the wedding march, 
the first bridesmaid proceeds 
down the aisle. 

After the ceremony 

• Immediately following the 
recessional, the parents of the 
bride and groom arc escorted to 
the rear of the church. One usher 
offers his arm to the bride’s moth- 
er, while her father or escort fol- 
lows immediately behind. 

• Another usher u.sing the same 
procedure follows with the 
groom’s parents. 

• As soon as the bride’s and 
groom’s parents have been escon- 
cd out, two ushers immediately 
come fonvarfl and indicate, pew 
by pew, that the guests may leave. 

Child attendants 

•Tlie flower girl cirricsalittle Klv 
ket widi rose petals or a small bou- 
quet or a little flower-covered muff. 

• The ringbearer carries a 
white satin pillow with the bride’s 
ring (preferably not the real one) 
tied to Uic center ^vith ribbons. 

• Pages or trainbearers always 
come in pairs about the same 
size. They are used if the bride 
lm.<; a long train. 

• Child attendants must bo at 
the rehearsal so they can practice 
their part.s. It’s a good time to find 


out if they will be able to do it. 

The bride's mother 

• She helps compile the guest 
list, arranges the details of the 
wedding and reception and helps 
choose the bride’s dress. 

• Mom serves as the official 
hostess for the wedding. 

• She sits in the very first pew 
on the bride’s side of the aisle, 
and is the last person to be 
escorted to her scat before the 
wedding and the first to be 
escorted out. 

• She greets all the guests at 
the head of the receiving line, 
and sitii in the place of honor at 
the parents’ table. • 

The bride’s father 

• He’s the bride’s escort from her 
liouse to tiic churcli, and he walks ' 
her down tlie ai.slc to the altar. 

• After ^ving die bride away. Dad 
joias your modier in the first row. • 

• He is the official host of the 
reception. 

• Dad mingles with the guests 
and is the last one to leave. 

• If the parents are divorced, 
the father may still give the bride 
away. But instead of .sitting with" . 
the bride’.s mother, he takes a 
seat in the third row. 

• If die bride’s fadicr has clied, the 
bride may ask ;iny relative or friend 
or her moUier to give her away. 

The groom’s parents 

• They should contact the bride 
and her parents when the couple 
bectimes engaged, and invite 
them for a given time. 

• Mom and Dad should orga-. 
nize a tea or some party should 
bo (uven for the bride. 

• They give the rehearsal party 
or dinner. 

The special aide 

• He or she is a kind of supervi- 
sor-general, usually a relative or 

. a good friend. ■ 

• They handle the details of the 
receiving line, signal time to cut . 
the cake, make the toasts, start 
the music for the first dance, 
remind others of the order of 
dunces, and sec that photographs 
are taken of everyone the bnde 
and groom want pictures ofi 

• Anyone may serve in this 
capacity, hut the best person is 
usually someone with experience, 
sudi as a wedding coordinator. 

Special attendants 

• Young boys: lliey can distrib- 
ute Mass books or yamulkes, give 
out packets of rice, liglit candles 
and serve as acolytes. 

• Young girls; They migiit keep 
the bridc’.s book or help serve ' 
rcfrcshment.s at the reception.

ring has been developed by 
designer Tammy Kohl. Her 
hand-made Takohl Treasure 
Ring is two-banded, and the 
bands open like a locket to 
reveal an engraved message. 
Some models even include a hid- 
den ring of gemstones. Styles 
include the Princess, with a 
square gem; the Round, a bezel- 
set gem; the Classic, a simple 
• band; the Royale, which has a 
raised latch with three channel- 
set stones; and the Baguette, 
which has one gem serving as 


the latch to open the ring.

Crying in the chapel: Everybody weeps, but why?

As a child, Tom Lu(z was well* 
acquainted with tears. 

“I come from a weepy family,” 
the author recalled during a 
recent interview. His father, a 
corporate executive, cried. His 
mother cried. His sisters and 
brothers cried. And so did he. 

"Growing up, you just think 
your family's normal. Later, I 
became fascinated about why we 
wept. I used to think of crying as 
a sign of our great emotional 
maturity, a sign of our great inti- 
macy. But, more and more, I 
came to see it also as a form of 
escape, as a sign the conversa- 
tion was over, that the intimacy 
was bounded.” 

It was a paradox. The Lutzes, a 
family with German-Catholic 
roots, living on the East Cobst, 
were so at ease with one another 
emodonally that they were will* - 
ing to cry openly. But, once tears 
were shed, the situation moved 
away from words and rationali- 
ty, and the crier, far from being 
the victim, had the upper hand. 

If that sounds complex, it is. 
But then nothing about crying is 
simple, as Lutz discovered when 
he began researching his book 
“Crying: The Natural and 
Cultural History of Tears,” newly 
published by Norton.

“Weeping," Lutz writes, “often 
occurs at precisely those times 
when we arc least able to fully 
verbalize complex, ’overwhelm- 
ing' emotions, least able to fully 
articulate our manifold, mingled 
feelings.” 

So it’s no surprise that it’s diffi- 
cult for us to put into words 
what’s happening when our tears 
flow. Or why they’re flowing. 

“Tears are sometimes consid- 
ered pleasurable or profound, 
and sometimes dangerous, mys- 
terious, or deceptive,” notes 
Lutz, 46, an English professor at 
the University of Iowa.

cultures, some tears, like those 
we call crocodile tears, are a 
breach not just of etiquette but 
of ethics. Some weeping, like 
that of medieval Christian 
fathers in prayer, was consid- 
ered sacred. ... At other times, as 
when Stan Laurel, Art Carney or 
any number of other clowns cry, 
tears are a source of mirth, 
sometimes poignant, sometimes 
not.” 

Tears, in many ways, are a 
mystery, and their meanings 
vary from culture to culture and 
from era to era. 

In many human cultures, — 
women hove carried the heavier 
load when it comes to crying. But 


not all. For example, in 
Montenegro in the early 1900s, 
men were expected to do the 
major weeping at funerals, even 
if they didn’t know the deceased. 
Reporting on one such ceremo- 
ny, an anthropologist wrote that 
the men “mostly did not know 
the poor boy’s name and had to 
be coached in the details before 
bjiginning to wail, but within a 
minute or two they were sobbing 
bitterly. Coming home people 
compared notes as to who had 
eped best." 

f In 18th-cemury Europe, men' 
-who-cried-at-the-opcra-orsynp'~ 
phony were honored for their 
sensitivity, their tears being seen

as proof of their moral worth. 

Expectations, of course, were 
much different in the mid-20th 
Century Ajnerica of John Wayne 
where - the Lutses to the con* 
trary - crying was considered 
solely the preserve of women. 

What would Wayne think of 
his action-hero dcsccndent Bruce 
Willis who, at Uic emotional cli- 
max of “Armageddon," while 
saying good-bye to his dau^ier 
from the surface of an earth- 
threatening asteroid, lets a tear 
roll very wetly down his cheek 
before going off to save the 

-world? 

Yet, as Lutz notes, even ot the 
height (or depth) of the men- 


don’t-cry era, men cried. “Lou 
Ge brie cried at his farewell 
speech in 1939, and Babe. Ruth - 
cried at Yankee Stadium in 1948 
when it was announced that he 
had cancer. Mickey Mantle 
sobbed in the locker room when 
injuries kept him out of a World 
Scries game in 1951.” 

And, four decades later, in 
another locker room, Michael 
Jordan wept as he cradled the 
N^A championship trophy, fol- 
lowing the Chicago Bulls’ first 
successful ddc run. 

True, American males at the 
present turn of the century are 
far from blubbering weepers. But 
crying is much more acceptable 
for them than it .would have been 
for their fothers. lltere’s even a 
certain cachet attached to a judi- 
cious shedding of tcars-acachet 
that politicians have been quick 
to take advantage of in recent 
years. 

In 1972, when Edmund Muskie 
cried while defending his wife’s 
reputation during a campaign 
appearance in New Hampshire, 
he was promptly hounded out of 
that year’s presidendal race. One 
of his loudest critics was Rob^ 
Dole, then chairman of the 
‘ Republican National Committee, 
who argued that Musldc’s tears 
proved he lacked the emotional 
stability to lead the nation. 

That was then. A quarter of a 
century later.-it wns TTnlp whn 
was running for president and 
Dole who was weeping, seeming- 
ly at the drop of a hat.
